The American troops in the sector 
between Rheims and the Meuse are en- 
gaged in extremely heavy fighting. 
Joined up with Gouraud’s army, they 
are driving the Germans before them 
at a quickening pace. French troops 
are reported to have reached Betheni- 
ville, which is several miles beyond the 
former line. 

In the north, under the menace of the 
British pressure from Flanders to north 
of St. Quentin, the enemy has set fire 
to Douai and other towns and villages 
in that area, evidently in preparation 
for a retirement to the French fron- 


tier. Heavy explogions have been

With*the French covering the west- 
ern outlet of the Grand-Pre gap 
through the Argonne forest, the Amer-

papers of our city is being utilized to give 
circulation to the information that it is 
necessary for the school patrons of Atlanta

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A recently enacted law gives to the vot- 
ers of our city the privilege of themselves 
electing the five men who, with the mayor 
and the member of the city council who is 
chairman of the school committee, comprise 
the board of ediication. These five men are 
to come, one from each of the five school

In naming this committee a repre- 
sentative from each ward in the city was 
chosen, and these men and women are work- 
ing hard to get the people of their re- 
spective localities to assemble, confer and 
agree upon one candidate.

The election of this candidate will then 


| be facilitated by the knowledge that he is 


the actual choice of the school patrons of 
this district. Each district does not, how- 
ever, elect ite own man—he must be elected 
by the whole city. Therefore, to place in 
charge of the schools the best possible men, 
chosen by the people most concerned to 
have the schools of Atlanta bettered, re- 
quires consideration, effort and co-operation.

Little Trust Is Placed 
In Teuton Peace Offers

All a Continuation of Peace 
Offensive — Teutons Can

Washington, October. 5.—The state- 
ment was authorized officially late to- 
night that the American government 
had received no new peace proposals 
from Austria, and had no official in- 
formation whatever concerning new de- 
velopments reported to be impending 
in the Teutonic campaign for peace by 
negotiation. 

Sequel of Wilson’s Rejection. 

An Austrian appeal for an armistice 
for discussion of peace on President 
Wilson’s own terms is regarded here 
as the logical sequel of the president’s 
recent summary rejection of the pro- 
posal that hostilities be suspended for 
secret and non-binding peace discus- 
sions. 

What the American government's 
answer to such an appeal would be 
is indicated by the statement author- 
ized when the Austro-Hungarian for- 
eign minister complained that his ac- 
ceptance of™President Wilson's princi- 
ples had not been noticed—that peace 
could not be talked of upon any terms 
so long as Germany and Austria occu- 
pied a single foot of conquered terri- 
tory. 

New and more aggressive phases of 
the Teutonic effort for peace by nego- 
tiation before allied and American 
forces invade German soil evidently 
are about to be launched, and the only 
question is the exact form they will

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1,000 TURKS TAKEN 
BY BRITISH TROOPS 


Arabs Have Also Captured 
8,000 of the Sultan’s Men. 
British Have Taken 350 
Turkish Guns. 


London, October o.—Seventy-one 
thousand Turks have been taken 
prisoner by General Allenby’s forces 
since the commencement of the Brit- 
ish operations in Palestine and Syria, 
according to an official statement is- 
sued tonight by the war office. This 
is in addition to 8,000 prisoners claimed 
by the Arab army. 

Three hundred 
guns were taken. 

The statement reads: 

“There has been no change in the 
general situation. Northeast of: Da- 
mascus our cavalry are clearing the 
country. They have taken more than 
15,000 prisoners in this area. 

“Since the commencement of opera- 
tions on the night of/September 18 
more than 71,000 prisoners and 350 
guns have been captured, besides some 
8,000 prisoners claimed by the Arab 
army of King Hussein.” 

‘Included in these figures are the 
Turkish commanders of the sixteenth, 
nineteenth, twenty-fourth, fifty-thirda 
and composite divisions, the commander 
of the Maan garrison, Aliverbi Pasha,

AUSTRIA IS APPEALING

gium, Autonomy for Al- 
sace-Lorraine and Return 
of German Colonies. 


New York, October 5.—(By Associat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—A powerful movement is aD- 
parently under way in Germany for 
a general armistice and peace. The 
new German chancellor, Prince Marxi- 
milian of Baden, is reported to have 
proposed, to be on the eve of pro- 
a general suspension of hos- 
tilities, the appointment of plenipoten- 
tiaries to meet at a neutral place for 
the discussion of a league for arbitra- 
tion and disarmament, and the forward- 
ing of a request to the entente allies 
for their terms. It is furthermore re- 
ported that the German chancellor has 
expressed his willingness to accept 
President Wilson's fourteen peace con- 


} ditions. 


Austria-Hungary, through its minis- 
ter at Stockholm, is requesting the 
Swedish government, according to ad- 
vices from Berne to transmit to Presi- 
dent Wilson a proposal for a general 
armistice with the entente allies on 
land, sea and in the air, and to start 
without delay on negotiations for 
peace.. These negotiations are to be 
based on the terms set forth by Pres!i- 
dent. Wilson. The Austro-Hungarian 
foreign minister, it is announced, will 
declare that all of President Wilson's 
terms have been accepted by the dual 
monarchy. 

And, finally, ‘from Berne comes the 
announcement that Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Turkey intend simulta- 
neously to approach President Wilson 
with the object of having him make 
representations to the other entente 
allies for a general armistice and nego- 
tiations looking to peace.

TO STATE TERMS. 

Amsterdam, October 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Préss.)\—The immediate sus- 
pension of hostilities has been proposed 
by the imperial German chancellor; 
Prince Maximilian, in the reichstag, ac- 
cording to the Berlin correspondent of 
The Tijd. The entente allies are to 
be asked to state their terms.

London, October 6.—Baron von Hus- 
sarek, the Austrian prime minister, has 
resigned, according to a dispatch from 


Zurich, Switzerland, to the Exchange 
Telegraph company. 

Baron von Hussarek handed his res- 
ignation in the name of the entire cabi- 
net to the emperor on Friday. It will 
be officially announced, the dispatch 
says, after a successor to Von Hussa- 
rek has been found. The new premier, 
it is added, possibly will be Professor 
Lammasch, with whom negotiations are 
under way to bring about a great paci- 
fist manifestation.

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GERMAN ARTILLERY 
NOT ABLE TO STOP 
AMERICAN TROOPS 


Braving Terrific Fire, Per- 
shing’s Men Moved For- 
ward Saturday in the Ar- 
gonne Forest.

With the American Army Northwest: 
of Verdun, October 5.—The Americans’ 


again met with desperate resistance all 


day long and had to resist a series of 


counter attacks. The machine gun and 


artillery fire was particularly violent: 


most of the day. 


Fighting with all the. ferocity of the 
early days of the war, the Germans 
did their utmost today to bring to a 


halt the Américan offensive. 
Early this morning and in the fore- 
noon the Americans pushed forward 


through a blanket of fog a yard at a 


time, and later in the day when the 
mists lifted they drove forward a fur- 
ther distance against the German line. 

Almost no change has been made on 


the right near the Meuse, but on the 


left the operation of the French west 
of the Argonne forest and the Ameri- 
cans on the east defined more clearly 
the salient in which the enemy still has 
a considerable force opposing the 
Americans, who have been 
clearing the forest of machine gun 
nests. 


Artillery Fire Terrific. 

Again the Germans concentrated 
their greatest efforts on the center 
in an effort to prevent the swinging 
upward of their line to a point which 
would endanger still more that part 
of the army left in the Argonne woods. 
Although the artillery action of the 
Germans today was terrific and the vol- 
umé was greater than yesterday, there 
was a notable reduction of aerial ef- 
fort. Only occasionally did the Ger- 
man aviators accept the challenge of 
the Americans today, and even a bomb- 
ing expedition to Landers-et-St. 
Georges, where more than two tons 
of bombs were dropped, did not de- 
velop resistance. 

The contrast in the forenoon was not 
surprising, because of the low visi- 
bility, but conditions in the afternoon 
were excellent and full advantage was 
taken of them by the French and Amer- 
icans, who carried out a hundred mis- 
sions, ranging from simple observa- 
tions to bombing the back areas. The 
theory 6f the aviators is that the Ger- 
mans have adopted a policy of conserveé 
ing their airplanes, using them to great 


extent only on cloudy days, such as 


and gas, into the other’s territory.

yesterday. On cloudy days they can 
fly by compass above the clouds, 
swooping below them when occasion 
demands, then disappearing above al- 
most immediately, and so escaping all 
except momentary observation.

Much fighting for possession of the 
hill centered about a farm on the 
southern slope.

3,000 INFLUENZA CASES 
REPORTED AT HANCOCK 


Augusta, Ga., October 5.—There are 
3,000 cases of Spanish influenza at 
Camp Hancock.

FERDINAND FLEES 
AND BORIS RULES 


First Order of New Bulgar 
King Is for Demobilization 
of Army—Bulgarians Glad 
to Be Rid of Ferdinand. 


Copenhagen, October 5.—The official 
Austrian correspondence bureau has 
given out a dispatch from Sofia dated 
Friday, stating that King Ferdinand 
of Bulgaria abdicated on Thursday in 
favor of Crown Prince Boris. The new 
king, it is declared, has already assum- 
ed the reins of office. 


—_—_ t 

Amsterdam, October 5.—The first 
decree signed by King Boris was one 
demobilizing the Bulgarian army, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Sofia. 

Former King Ferdinand left Bul- 
garia Friday night. Before signing his 
declaration of abdication he received 
the various party leaders, who all ex- 
pressed approval of his decision. 

The Bulgarian government offered 
its resignation to the new king, who 
expressed his confidence in the cabi- 
net and asked the ministers to retain 
their portfolios, according to a dis- 
patch from Sofia. 


Ferdinand’s Popularity Gone. 

The abdication of King Ferdinand 
was reported in Vienna advices yes- 
terday received by way of Switzerland 
and Paris. There seems little, reason 
to doubt the correctness of the state- 
ment. King Ferdinand’s popularity 
with his people has been waning rap- 
idly since it became apparent to Bul- 
garians that he had erred grievously 
in pluftging the country into war on 
the side of the Teutonic powers. Ad- 
vices from the capital had indicated 
that before the armistice with the 
entente was signed King Ferdinand 
feared that a revolution might upset 
the whole dynasty. 

The attitude of Prince Boris toward 
the two groups of belligerents has not 
been definitely indicated, but the ad- 
vices from Sofia have shown the Bul- 
garian government so thoroughly com- 
mitted to the plan of making peace 
with the entente that it seems highly 
unlikely that any change in the titular 
head of the state would affect the pol- 
icy of the Bulgarian leaders who are 
engaged in carrying out the peace pro- 
gram. Reports have been current for 


some time since the development of 
the Bulgarian breakdown that Ferdi- 
nand would abdicate. 

The possibility that the dethronement 
of Ferdinand may be due to entente 
pressure suggests itself when it is re- 
called that in a somewhat analogous 
situation in the pro-German 
ruler Constantine stated after entente 
influence there had won the ascendency, 
being replaced, as is the case now in 
Bulgaria, by a son of the king.

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AMERICANS THRUST 


AT GERMAN ARTERY 


Gen. March Says Advance! 50 Persons Killed and 150. 
Northwest of Verdun | 


Threatens Main Line of 
Kaiser’s Armies — Gordon. 
Division in the Woevre. 


Washington, October 5.—The great 
trunk railway system near the Belgian 
border which feeds the whole central 
arch of the German lines in France is 
the goal of the first American army, 
which, General March, chief of staff, 
said today, is making rapidly progress. 
Official dispatches show the Ameri- 
eans to be 18 miles from the nearest 
point on the important railroad, Gen- 
eral March said. Reports today have 
indicated that, despite the stiffening 
German resistance, -the American 
forces are pushing onward, and the 
distance to the goal is being cut down 
rapidly. : 

“The American divisions at that 
point,” said General March, indicating 
the Meuse front on a great war de- 
partment map, “threaten the main 


railroad line of communication from) 


Germany to the west front: the rail- 


road coming through Germany and 

passing through Sedan and other 

Places of historic mflitary interest. 
Most Important Artery. 

“It is the most important single ar- 
tery of supply of the German army. 
The Americans have reached a point 18 
miles in a direct linea from that rail- 
road.” 

To back up that American effort, 
General March showed that the flow 


oh Affierican troops to France con- 
toinuesg at’a rate of more than a quar- 
ter of a million a month. A total of 
1,850,000 men have been embarked, he 


said. 

The chief of staff plainly showed as 
he indicated on the maps the progress 
being made on all fronts, the elation 
that an unbroken series of successes 
has brought to all military officials 
here. He also made evident his great 
pride in the deeds of the American 
army in France, now a vital factor in 
the stirring events which he described. 

“The news during the last week 
from all fronts has been excellent,” he 


said. 

“The three drives begun by the allies 
on Thursday, Friday and Saturday, 
have moved over line forward on a 
front wider than ever, affecting prac- 
tically the entire line from the sea to 


Verdun. 

“Between the Argonne forest and the 
Meuse river, the American army has 
not only held the enemy's reinforce- 
ments to that sector, but has driven its 
way forward on its entire front to the 
Kriemhilde position, where the enemy 
is standing. The American divisions 
at that point threaten the main rail- 


road line of communications from Ger- 
many and passing through Sedan and 
other places of historic military in- 
.erest. It is the most important 
artery of supply of their army. 

“The Americans have reached a point 
i8 miles in a direct line from that rail- 
road, and as soon as the direction of 
the drive became evident, Germany 
threw in its path a great many divi- 
sions, withdrawing them from other 
pointsein the line, and they have been 
held there by the Americans, when 
they are badly needed elsewhere. 

“Just west of the Argonne forest, 
(FJeneral Gouraud’s French army, with 
the Second American. division, has 
likewise fought its way north'ward 
eight to ten miles to the enemy’s line 
of defense west of Challerange. Hills 
have been captured which command 
the enemy’s supply lines’ south. of 
Vauziers. 

British Drive at Cambrai. 


“The British drive on Cambrai and 
St. Quentin developed into a battie for 
the entire Hindenburg line between 
those points and the enemy has now 
been forced back to or beyond this line 
along its entire length from Flanders to 
the Ailette. The British aided by the 
27th and 30th American divisions, di- 
rected their assaults particularly againsi 
the hills five or ten miles north of St, 
Quentin, where they have swept entire- 
ly across the enemy's zone of defenses 
and have opened gaps in his lines 
which he has closed with great diffi- 
culty in spite of the opposition of the 
enemy. Cambrai is being enveloped by 
the advance of the British, who have 
crossed the Escaut canal on a wide 
front south of the city and have reached 
the hills beyond. 

“The drive in Flanders rapidly spread 
the line into a semi-circular salient ten 
miles deep. By this advance, the allies 
have taken back more than seventy- 
five square miles of Belgium and 
threaten. the enemy's possession of 
Ostend and Zeebrugge and of the coal 
fields behind Lens. In consequence, the 
epemy is reported fo be evacuating the 
two ports, and is withdrawing from the 
entire sector from Lens to Armentieres. 

“The enemy has come down off of 
the Vesle-Aisne plateau northwest of 
Rheims and has been followed by the 
French to the Aisne canal. 

“In the Balkans, while the Bulgarian 
army is retiring from Serbia, the 
Serbian army has advanced rapidly 
northward and is in contact with the 
Austrians near Vranye, half-way be- 
tween’Uskub and Nish. In Albania the 
Austrians are retiring and the Italians 
have reoccupied Berat, crossing the 
Semeni river and moving in the direc- 
tion of Durazzo, the naval base which 
we attacked the other day.” 

U. S&S. Troops at Arcnangel. 

American troops at Archangel are 
commanded by Colonel George E. Stew- 
art, and includes’ the 339th infantry, 
part of the 310th engineers, both Mich- 
igan and East Wisconsin troops and 
the necessary hospital and medical 
units. 

Of the 30th division, General March 
said the artillery brigade was now 
attached to the 89th division (Kansas, 
Missouri, South Dakota, Nebraska, Co}l- 
orado, New Mexico and Arizona troops) 
and was not engaged near St. Quentin 
with the infantry. 

The 82d division (Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida and Tennessee troops) is on 
the line in the Woevre sector, General

City Thrown Into Panic. 


Perth Amboy, October 5.—Major 
General C. C. Williams, chief of ord- 
nance of the United States army, ar- 
rived here — to conduct an in- 
vestigation into the explosions and 
fire which demolished the shell load- 
ing plant of T. A. Gillespie company 
at Morgan with the probable loss of 
fifty lives and injury to 150 more 
workmen. ." 

General Williams was accompanied 
by Captain Wilson, also of the ord- 
nance department, and Lieutenant De 
Nufilize, a French ordnance expert. 
On their arrival they went into con- 
ference with the army officers already 
here. General Williams declined to 
make any statement until he had gone 
more deeply into the circumstances. 

The flames which have been sweep- 
ing the buildings of the Gillespie plant 
appeared to be under control late to- 
night, and there seemed no danger 
that they would reach the trinitroto- 
luol stores remaining untouched. There 
have been no serious explosions since 
early in the afternoon and no more 
damage has been done. Army offi- 
cers declare that the danger is- vir- 
tually over, and they hope tomorrow 
to begin a systematic,search of the 
Tuins for the bodies of victims. 

Soldiers on Guard. 

Soldier guards with fixed bayonets 
and with loaded rifles patrolled the 
deserted streets with strict orders to 
prevent looting or disorder. 


The property loss probably. will ap- 
proximate between $15,000,000 and 
$20,000,000. 

Late today it was believed danger of 
Ereater devastation by the blowing up 
of stores of trinitrotulol was virtually 
over.

Commandeered 
automobiles and cars driven by mem- 
bers of the women’s motor corps from 
New York and New Jersey were sent 
out to pick up fleeing refugees and 
bring them, back to the .depots for 
shelter. The Red Cross brought in 
from New York five motor trucks ioaded 
with six tons of supplies. The city and 
all the territory around Morgan was 
under control of the soldiers with the 
state guard in control under the per- 
sonal direction of Governor Edge.

South Amboy, seeking to restore some 
semblance of order among the thou- 
sands of refugees from the shell- 
wrecked New Jersey district and to di- 
rect them to places where they could 
find food and shelter. 

With Newark, N. J., New Brunswick 
and other nearby towns reported 
crowded to the limits of their resources 

several thousand refugees, scores of 
the homeless began arriving in New 
York tonight. 

They were met at Battery Park by 
Red Cross agents and relief workers 
from the Young Men’s Christian asso- 
ciation, the War Camp Community 
Service, the Knights of Columbus, the 
Salvation Army, the Hebrew Relief so- 
ciety and other organizations. 

Several armories were fitted with 
cots and beds to receive the bewildered 
wanderers, most of whom are foreign- 
ers. Members of the women’s 
corps reported with automobiles 
transport them to the improvised 
homes. Many had spent last night in 
fields. 

One of the first groups of refugees 


to reach New York included a family of | 


fourteen persons—father, mother and 
twelve children, the youngest an in- 
fant in arms. They had saved none of 
their belongings.

New York, October 5.—Traffic over

Superintend- 
ents of buildings and apartments all 
over the city were ordered to keep 
doors and windows open in order to 
lesson the force of the expected con- 
cussion. Ten thousand police reserves 
were hastily summoned to their pre- 
cincts and 89 hospital units of 125 per- 
sons each were notified to hold them- 
selves in readiness for instant service. 

With all set for the terrific blast, 
the explosion failed to materialize. 
Meanwhile the subway and elevated 
terminals were jammed with seething 
masses of human*ty, which wanted to 
go home and could not understand why 
they were not allowed to do so. Con- 
fusion was turned into chaos by be- 
wildered policemen, who told the 
crowds besieging the elevated stations 
that the subways were open, and vice 
versa, with the result that many per- 
sons fruitlessly struggled from 
place to

~~ LIKE VETERANS 


Noted English Preacher 
Here for War Aims Con- 
ference Tells of Seeing 

Them in Action—Big Mass 
Meeting Today. 


Declaring that the American dough- 
boys have little sentiment concerning 


the Huns and are prone to give them 
but little quarter when at grips with 
them in the trenches, Rev. Arthur T. 
Guttery, pastor of the Primitive Metho- 
dist church, of Liverpool, England, 
gave a most thrilling address Satur- 
day afternoon in Wesley Memorial 
church when speaking to the minis- 
ters of Atlanta. 

“If any of the troops in the field 
show mercy to the Huns,” said he, “it 
will not be the boys from America, 
The bitter determination of the Ameri- 
can boys startles even the French, and 
the spirit the American men exhibit is 
sublime. It must be that they are fur- 
ther away from home, because they 
are fresher and because they want to 
end it quickly, but in any event they 
fight the Germans with their teeth to- 
gether. I have seen them go into bat- 
tle—I saw them at Chateau Thierry 
and I know.” 

Message to People. 

This message will be given to the 
people of the city of Atlanta this aft- 
ernoon at the Auditorium, when Dr. 
Guttery speaks again to the general 
public, and his address is expected to 
be an inspiring one. Thousands of peo- 
ple ‘are expected to crowd the big 
building to hear the noted English 
divine, who comes to this city with 
Bishop Charles Gore, bishop of Oxford, 
to deliver addresses upon the moral 
aims of the war. Both Bishop Gore 
and Rev. Arthur Guttery will speak 
at the Auditorium this afternoon, be- 
ginning at 3 o’clock. They are tour- 


will be in Atlanta only for the two 
days, Sunday and Monday. 

They will be the only speakers at 
the mass meeting, which is expected 
to be a great patriotic as well as edu- 
cational occasion. No collection of 
any kind will be taken. The meeting 
is held simply for the purpose of quick- 
ening the spirit of the people of At- 
lanta, especially the church people, and 
bringing them to a further realization 
of the spiritual as well as the mate- 
rial issues for which they are fighting. 

Introduction by Governor Dorsey. 

Governor Hugh M. Dorsey will intro- 
duce the speakers at the mass meeting. 
Seated on the platform will be Gen- 
eral Sage, commander of Camp Gor- 
don; Colonel Bratton, commander of 
Fort McPherson, and prominent repre- 
sentative Atlantans. Dr. C. B. Wil- 


mer will preside. Spécial seats are 
reserved for soldiers and there will be 
a section of the building set aside for 
negroes. A military band from Camp 
Gordon will furnish music. 

Ministers from many parts of the 
south assembled at Wesley Memorial 
church Saturday for the first session 
of the conference on the allies’ war 
aims. They will meet again Monday 
at the Baptist Tabernacle. Sunday 
morning Bishop Gore preaches at St. 
Luke’s church, and Sunday night Mr. 
Guttery will preach at the North Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church. 

Bishop Gore did not reach Atlanta in 
time to attend the session at Wesley 
Memorial church. 


Marvels of Europe. 


Six weeks ago Mr. Guttery was on 
the western front in France at a sec- 
tor occupied by American troops. Be- 
fore that he saw the Americans go into 
the battle of Chateau Thierry. They 
are making victory, already assured, 
a mathematical certainty, he said. 

“They are the marvels of Europe,” 
he said.* “Their organization behind 
the battle line is something that has 
amazed all of the allies. It is truly 
wonderful, for the Americans, you must 
remember, entered the war after the 
allies had been fighting it for four 
years and they have had all the expe- 
rience of their comrades to guide them 
and to guard them from mistakes.” 

Mr. Guttery gave a vivid picture of 
England as she is today. “One out of 
every three men of any age are in 
khaki, and three out of every four 
women are wearing black. England 
has lost one million dead and two mil- 
lion of her sons are crushed and crip- 
pled for life. The nation is living on 
four ounces of meat per head per 
week,” 

Religion in England. 


Speaking ® the ministers, Dr. Gut- 
tery described some of the effects 
whieh war has had upon religion In 
England. One of the-most significant 


Christianity, no aggressive unbelief, no 
bitter denial, when it might have been 
expected that every “ism” in the world 
would seize the opportunity to hold up 
the Christian faith as a failure. On 
the contrary, said Dr. Guttery, unbelief 
was never so dead in England as it is 
today. He said that the church’s mo- 
ment has come, though it has come in 
a horrible way, and he predicted that 
the war will be followed by “interna- 
tional Christianity.” 

In England, he said, there is more 
prayer and more attendance on divine 
worship than there ever was, and he 
described how the London cotton e6x- 
change adjourned for prayer and 12,000 
city merchants stood wi their heads 
bared. “Creeds and theology have 
about ‘played out,’” he said, “denom- 
inationalism is dying, and less and less

GRIPE GROWING — 
WITH PNEUMONIA 


Spanish Disease Increased 
More Rapidly in the Last 
24 Hours Than in Any Sim- 
ilar Period. 


Washington, October 5.—Spanish in- 
fluenza increased more rapidly during 
the 24 hours ending today noon than 
in any similar period since the disease 
became epidemic. Reports to the of- 
fice of the surgeon general of the army 
showed 17,383 new cases in army camps. 

The new cases represented an in- 
crease of 4,408 in comparison with the 
number reported for the preceding 24 
hours. A total of 2,141 new pneumo- 
nia cases were reported, an increase of 
287. Deaths at camps totaled 653, an 


increase of 390. 5 
Definite reports as to the spread of 


the disease among the civilian popuu- 
lation were lacking tonight, dispatches 
received by the public health service, 
however, told of little abatement of 
the epidemic in most states. The 
stringent measures being taken, it was 
said, soon should show results. 


ULIVER AND EMPLOYEES 
AGE HEAVY PENALTIES 


Washington, October 5.—Special at- 
tention will be given by department of 
justice officials to the prosecution of 
William J. Oliver, the wealthy Knox- 
ville, Tenn., manufacturer, and nine 
officers cf his company, arrested yes- 
terday on charges of conspiracy and 
fraud in the manufacture of defective 
shells for the army. If the defendants 
are guilty, the attorney general will 
seek to make an example of them. 

This is the first case developed by. 
the government in which executives of 
& warysplant have been accused of im- 
Plication in crimes involving grafting 
through output of defective munitions. 
The penalty for such an offense under 
the sabotage act is thirty years’ im- 
prisonment.

Camp Taylor, Kentucky, with 1,578 
ne wcases reported to the greatest 
spread of influenza in the twenty-four 
hours ending at noon today. The Ken- 
tucky camp also reported 268 new cases 
of pneumonia, and 40 deaths have oc- 
curred. At ‘Camp Sherman, Ohio, the 
disease is belleved to be subsiding, only 
580 new cases being reported, in com- 
parison with more than 1,000 yesterday. 
Fifty-three deaths, however, were re- 
ported from Camp Sherman. 

For the 48-hour period ending today 
noon, 1,644 new cases of influenza, 229 
of pneumonia and 45 deaths were re- 
ported at Camp Meade, Maryland. Sub- 
sidence of the disease was also noted 
at Camp Funston, Kansas, where 943 
new cases were reported today, in 
comparison with 1,276 yesterday. 

The American Red Cross, which sent 
a numbr-of nurses to Camp Devens, 
Massachusetts, where the epidemic has 
been the most widespread, today re- 
ceived information that the situation 
at that camp is well in hand, and that 
the nurses can gradually be withdrawn 
and assigned to civilian needs. 

The demand for nurses has increased 
so rapidly because of the disease that 
the Red Cross tonight announced that 
Canadian nurses will be enlisted for 
service in the United States. 

Gains were made by the disease to- 
day in Washington, with 27 deaths in 
the last 24 hours, the largest number 
for any similar period since the start 
of the epidemic. With the exception of 
a few meetings in the open air, no 
church services will be held tomorrow 
in Washington.

WARDLAW RESIGNS 


~ SCHOOL POSITION 


‘Carlton Gibson, to Whom 


Place Was Offered, Says 
He Will Be Unable to Ac- 
cept at Present. 


Following the action of the board of 
education yesterday afternoon in ace. 
cepting the resignation of Superintend- 
ent J. C. Wardlaw, who quit to enter 
government service, news comes from 
Savannah that Carlton B. Gibson, 
superintendent of the Savannah schools, 
to whom the place was tendered, has 
informed the loeal authorities that he 
is unable to accept the place at present. 

The Atlanta school leaders, it is un- 
derstood, have-not accepted this answer 
as final, however, and will send a com- 
mittee to Savannah to go over the situ- 
ation with him, ahd see if it is not 
possible to persuade him to change his 
decision. 

Goes to Raleigh. 

Professor Wardlaw will leave imme- 
diately for Raleigh, N. C., where he 
accepts a position with the war de- 
partment as business manager of the 
Students’ Army Training corps in 
the southeast. Professor Wardlaw’s 
headquarters will be in the North Caro- 
lina city, and the territory over which 
he will have supervision will embrace 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia and Florida. 

Well-Known Educator. 

Professor Gibson, who has been ten- 
dered the position as superintendent 


| 


of the Atlanta public schools, is a 
well-known ‘educator, having been 
president of the Syracuse university 
and superintendent of the public 
schools of Columbus, Ga., for a term. 
He spent a year with the Hoover ad- 
ministration in Belgium, working with 
the great food administrator in dis- 
tributing food to the needy Belgians, 
and his experiences have been varied. 
In resigning from the superintenden- 
cy of the Atlanta public schools, Pro- 
fessor Wardlaw, who was the central 
figure in the recent sensational school 
investigation, delivered a brief talk in 
which he sald: “I am 42 years of age, 
and, although I was not in the first 
draft, I offered my services to the 
country for overseas work with the 
Y. M. Cc. A, and was expecting to be 
accepted by that department very soon. 
It would probably be out of the ques- 
tion for me to shoulder a rifle and go 
to the trenches, as I would wish to do, 
but this call from the government 
seems to me at this time to be the 
call of duty. I intend to accept it.” 
Professor Wardlaw’s resignation was 
accepted with regret by the board of 
education, and several speeches were

WEEKLY OUTPUT QUOTAS

The district comprising the mining 
areas of Georgia, part of Kentucky 
and Tennessee fixed its weekly quota 
for October at 325,000 tons, 33,000 more 
than the production average of the 
past three months.

AND CAME SEEING

man who had been born blind, yet 
who was made to see through the 
ministrations of the Lord Jesus Christ.

simple. 

Jesus anointed the sightless eyes 
with clay, and said unto the man: 
“Go, wash in the pool of Siloam.” The 
sequel is thus tersely recorded: “He 
went his way, therefore, and washed, 
and came seeing.” 

The man had been a mendicant, a 
blind beggar, and as such was a fa- 
miliar character in his neighborhood. 
Word of the miracle spread and a 
great stir arose among both the com- 
mon folk and the learned Pharisees. 
The day of the healing was the Sab- 
bath, and the hypercritical Pharisees 
laid stress on this point as proof that 
He who had given sight to the blind 
man was obviously a sinner, for He 
had healed on the Holy Day, whereon 
all manner of work was forbidden. 

With the assurance characteristic 
of a sincere mind that knows whereof 
it speaks, and with incisive direct- 
ness the happy recipient of our Lord’s 
bounty replied: “Whether he be a 
sinner or no, | know not; one thing |! 
know, that, whereas | was blind, now 
| see.” 

Then the inquisitors questioned the 
man anew as to the precise means by 
which his eyes had been opened; but 
he refused to repeat what -they had 
already treated with derision, and 
iromcally inquired if they were about 
to join the disciples of the Healer. 
This served but to increase their an- 
ger. They boasted of being disciples 
of Moses, but as for Christ, whom 
they referred to as “this fellow;” they 
furiously declared that they knew not 
whence He came. 

They were enraged that an illiterate 
beggar should answer so boldly in 
their scholarly presence; but the man 
was more than a match for them all. 
His rejoinder was maddening, because 

.{t flouted their vaunted wisdom, and, 
withal, was unanswerable. 

“Why, herein is a marvelous thing,” 
said he, “that ye know not from 
whence He Is, and yet He hath open- 
ed mine eyes. Now we know that God 
heareth mot sinners; but if any man 
be a worshipper of God, and doeth 
His will, him He heareth. Since the 
world began was it not heard that any 
man opened the eyes of one that was 
born blind? If this man were not of 
God, He could do nothing.” 

Unable to cope in argument or 
demonstration with the _ erstwhile 

ightless beggar, those blinded Phari- 
sees could at least exercise their offi- 
cial authority, however unjustly, by 
excommunicating him from the con- 
gregation of the synagogue, and this 
they promptly and wickedly did. 

The case in all its bearings is typ- 


ical of current conditions, as indeed 
it has been of men in all ages. Phys- 
ical blindness is a grievous affliction, 
and relief therefrom correspondingly 
gladsome. But it is of the body only, 
and though permitted to endure till 
death, it shall end. 

For that deeper darkness—blind- 
ness of mind and heart—the grave is 
no curative. As between the sight- 
less beggar and the sin-proud Phari- 
sees, the latter were by far the blind- 
er. He reverently rejoiced in the 
gift of sight, for he knew that he had 
been blind and that afterward he saw; 
they boasted of their vision, though 
living in darkness, and refused en- 
lightenment. ¢ 

“Woe unto the blind that will not 
see; for they shall perish.” (Book 
of Mormon, 2 Nephi 9:32). 

The requirements of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ are the same today as in 
“the meridian of time’’ when the Mas- 
ter taught among men in persor. 
Likewise are there now many blind 
eyes, some of which are opened 
through the enlightenment of obedi- 
ence, while others grow more and 
more darkened by the spreading cata- 
ract of false teaching, skepticism and 
willful sin. 

Away with the benfghting Phart- 
saism that sets«the precepts of men 
above the revealed word of God! For 
spiritual blindness so induced the Di- 
vine Healer offers sure relief. Oh, 
sightless man, anoint thine eyes with 
the balm of compliance with the laws 
and ordinances of the Gospel as enun- 
ciated by the Redeemer of men. Do 
but desire the light with repentant 
heart and with the deep, full earnest- 
ness of a living faith, and, then, in 
the waters of baptism be washed, and 
ye shall come, seeing. 

Of deep import are these words of 
the Lord given unto an ancient He- 
brew seer: 

“And the mists of darkness are the 
temptations of the devil, which blind- 
eth the eyes, and hardeneth the hearts 
of the children of men, and leadeth 
them away Into broad roads, that they 
perish and are lost.” (Book of Mor- 
mon, 1 Nephi 12:17). 

Man is not the author of the plan 
of ‘salvation; and blind indeed are 
they who suppose that precepts, theo- 
ries or systems originated or con- 
trived by man can substitute or super- 
sede the means divinely appointed for 
the redemption of mankind. 

To the groping, sightless sou] {s of- 
fered the unction of faith and the 
ability to repent; and in the Siloam 
of baptism shall be received the en- 
lightenment that guides the soul, once 
blind, now seeing, along the path 
leading to eternal life.

day. The Americans advanced behind 
a terrific barrage fire. This bombard- 
ment of the enemy lines began at 6:30 
o’clock, twenty-two shells falling each 
minute along the German lines. This |} 
was gradually increased to fifty per 
minute at 6:45 o'clock. 

The American fire had hardly begun 
to slacken when the German batteries 
began to speak and the enemy machine 
guns commenced to impede the ad- 
vance of the Americans. Nevertheless, 
the troops on the center moved stead- 
fly ahead. They fought their way 
through Cierges, which they had shared 
for seevral days with the enemy, and 
before noon had driven the Germgns 
out of Gesnes. 

In front of Romagne lies the strong- 
est German line in this sector. It is 
a long, intricate trench system, which 
is built on a curving line so that each 
end of it enfilades any force that at- 
tacks another portion. 


Kept in Perfect Touc 
The American troops on the left 


kept in perfect touch with the center 
and rapidly cleaned up Exermont and 
Cherhery and captured Fileville. By 
noon they had mopped up La Viergette 
and Le Menil farm, as well as the 
Grange farm. They had also taken 
Hill 240. This advance had been just 
as rapid as that of the troops far to 
oo east, nowithstanding the fact that 
they went over the top at 5:30 o’clock 
without any artillery penetration, and 
handed the Germans a big surprise. 

Just south of Chevhe the general ad- 
vance was slowed up by a German 
counter attack and American tanks had 
to be sent for to drive the enemy back. 

The Germans have deliberately set 
fire to the villages of Romagne, Gesnes, 
Cornay, Bantheville, Chevieries, St. 
Juvin and Marcq. Shells from Ameri- 
can guns fell thick along the front 
and ammunition dumps everywhere 
were exploded when the shells reached 
them. 

Visibility was very poor all day and 
American aviators were not able to 
render much help to the artillery. The 
men at the guns could not even see the 
American advance at all points during 
the morning. American and German 
machines, consequently, flew unusually 
low and suffered from anti-aircraft 


fire. 
Bulk of Work on Center, 


On the center of the line fell the 


bulk of the work.:. It was here that 
the deepest advance of the day had 
been planned. On the right the troops 
operating northward along the Meuse 
met with hardly any resistance at first, 
and easily pushed up to the outskirts 
ef Brieulles. German artillery on the 
east side of the river, however, soon 
opened up an enfilading fire, which not 
only affected the extreme right of the 
American line, but carried far over to- 
Then the enemy ar- 
tillery further west along the line 
opened up with a barrage through 
which one infantry regiment had to 
storm before the American guns could 
silence the German batteries. 

All of the areas back of the Amert- 
can lines were subjected to an intense 
bombardment before. the attack haa 
been going on very long. After cross- 
ing No Man’s Land and getting into 
the enemy defenses, the American in- 
fantry was met with much unfire, 


ward the center. 


which was intense all along the line. 
The fighting was so bitter everywhere | 
that the number of prisoners taken) 
fell far below the total for the first 
days of the last two drives. Among 
those brought in were some belonging 
to naval units, showing that rein- 
forcements had hurriedly been thrown 
in against the American attack. . 

Tanks played a prominent part in 
the battle, especially on the left of 
the line near the Argonne forest, where 
the advance was quite rapid. These 
machines were able to get over the 

round easily because the mud has 

ried out considerably. During the 
past days the co-operation of the tanks 
with the infantry has been perfect. 
German Defense Stiffens. 

The fighting Friday when the Ameri- 
cans resumed their advance differed 
noticeably from that of last Thursday. 
The stiffening in the German defense 
was unmistakable. The whole front 
now is adequately defended by artil- 
lery, every sector having its own ad- 
mirably devised protection. 

The night preceding the attack was 
daik, but absolutely clear until near 
dawn. ‘tt then clouded over deascly, 
making observation difficult. On the 
left of the American attack althovgh 
tha first ct ,ections were early attained, 
the progress Bet. aflerward ‘+.u''-d 
caution and courage, machine guns be- 
ing thick in the woods north of Exer- 
mont, while the artillery fire was com- 
ing from the edge of the Argonne and 
the hills beyond Gesnes. 

In the open Aire valley the advance 
was especially difficult. Nevertheless, 
Chatel Chehery was captured, as was 
Chateau Chehery shortly afterward, and 
the line was pushed toward Fleville 
and Cornay. 

The town of Gesnes, northeast of 
Exermont,. changed hands more than 
once before the enemy was driven out. 
Even then his artillery prevented any 
effective hold being taken upon the 
place until the American line still, 
further east was able to bring a cross 
fire to bear. 

It was here, in front of Romagne, 
that the enemy’s supreme resistance 
was expected and was felt, since Ro- 
magne is the pivot of his main line 
of defenses. In theopen ground in this

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What effect will the coldness and 
slow-cranking have on the three 
essentials, namely, Compression, Igni- 
tion and Mixture?

What effect will the cold and slow 
cranking have on the ignition system?

ition. It takes a certain amount of heat 
/to vaporize gasoline, and, like steam, 
when the vaporized gasoline strikes a 
‘cold surface it will condense. Let us 
‘see what happens when we crank the 
‘engine while it-is quite cold. Due to 
the suction a certain amount of gaso- 
‘line will be sprayed out of the car-

After the engine has started, the 
suction will be so -vigorous and the 
speed of the mixture from the car- 
bureter to the cylinders so great that 
the gas will not have a chance to con- 
dense, and, moreover, much of the pre- 
viously condensed gas will be drawn 
along. For this reason practically all 
cars are equipped with 
which will enrich the mixture when 
starting, such as to device. for shut- 
ting or choking off the air, thus caus- 
ing an almost raw gas to be sucked up, 
or a device for flooding the carebureter.

Opening the throttle valve too much 
or not enough will often be the cause 
of the engine failing to start. There 
is no rule which can be given as to 
this as some will start only when the 
throttle is wide open, while others will 
not start, notably the Zenith, under this 
condition. Experience alone will tell 
you the right position for the throttle- 
controlled lever, though, with most 
carbureters one-third open is about 
right for starting. 

Is the carbureter adjustment liable to 
be the cause of engine not starting? 
Not if the engine started easily last 
week and always before. Where the 
engine constantly is difficult to start, 
even though ‘it seems to run well 
after starting, the mixture adjustments 
may be at fault. The adjusting screws 
are about the very last thing you 
should touch, however. I might say 
here that ‘a tendency of the engine to 
stop while running slowly and idle, is 
often due to the mixture adjustment. 

Should our engine then fail to start, 
how should we proceed and what 
should we look for? Of course, the 
first thing to do is to be sure you have 
done all the things necessary to start- 
it; namely, the throwing on of \thé 
switch, the feeding of gas to the car- 
bureter, and a gentle priming.

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ACKETS OPEN SEASON WITH VICTORY 


Jackets Defeat Tigers 
In Typical Opening Game 


Local Eleven Wins 28 to /O—Plenty of Fumbles and 
Penalties—Weather Too Hot, Causing Many 
Lineup Changes—Jackets Keep Heads 
Up and Profit by Clemson’s Mistakes.

In a typical opening game of the 
Season the Tech Yellow Jackets defeat- 
ed the Clemson Tigers at Grant flela 
yesterday afternoon by the score of 
28 to 0. 

The game was marked by a fre- 
quency of fumbles, plenty of time 
taken out and a lot of penalties, which 
is always the case with all opening 
games of the season. 

The Jackets won the game by keep- 
ing their heads up and their eyes open 
and seizing every little break of the 
Same that occurred, two of their four 
touchdowns being directly the result of 
intersepted forward passes. 

The day was too warm for football, 
and the number of substitutes and the 
frequent times that time was taken out 
was evidence that the players felt the 
heat considerably. 


Game Was Ragzed. 


That Atlanta football-fans have been 
spoiled during the past two years was 
evident during yesterday's game. They 
have been so accustomed to seeing a 
smooth, easy-working football machine, 
such as the Golden Tornado of the 
last two years was, that Saturday’s 
Zame awakened little enthusiasm. 

Spasmodically there was concerted 
cheering and some applause, but this 
was due entirely to some one individual 
piece of brilliancy, rather than the col- 
lective sort that marked the work of 
the Jackets of 1916-7. 

But at that, the Jackets show latent 
power, that gives evidence of being de- 
veloped, and individuals, that with a 
little more coaching and practice, who 
will develop into formidable players. 
The Jackets of November are going to 
be much more near a regular football 
team than the one that won rather 
handily from the Clemson Tigers Sat- 
urday.

There have been dandies of the prize 
ring like Philadelphia Jack O’Brien, 
scientific boxers like Jim Corbett and 
Freddie Lewis; sledge-hammer artists 
like Jim Jeffries and Tom Sharkey; 
gluttons for punishment like Bob 
Fitzsimmons and Battling Nelson and 
sO on. 

When it comes to regular fighting 


men, the kind that loves a scrap and 


would rather battle than eat, our mind 
instinctively goes to two fellows—Ter- 
ry McGovern and George Knockout 
Brown, the Chicago Greek. 

Of these two, McGovern has passed 


into the beyond and Brown as trans- 
formed his love of scrapping from 
boxing trunks to the uniform of the 
service. 
McGovern gained fame, champion- 
ships, much money; Brown won little 
coin, no title and small renown. But 
as a fighting chap, pure and simple, 
K. O. has it on any fighter who now 
claims the United States as his home. 


Brown’s Career. 
Few careers of boxers have been so 


full of unusual — —¢ as that of 
Brown's. He has been by long odds 
the most difficult of all fighters to 
dope out. He has had everything to 
contend against and has gone most of 
the journey by himself, without a@ 
helping hand. 

Brown comes from a fighting city 
and from fighting stock. le was 
born at Sparta, Greece, in 1890—the 
city which, for ages, has been re- 
nowned.for it swarriors. As a young- 
ster you probably read of the Spar- 
tan lad who ocncealed a fox, or some 
sort of an animal, under his tunic and, 
when confronted, let the creature tear 
and claw at his bare body without giv- 
ing a sign of discomfort or agony. 

It was Sparta wheer the women, in 
the long ago, insisted on their men 
coming home from war either carrying 
their shields or lying on them. 

George (Chicago K. O.) Brown is a 
mrsdern version of the’ ancient Spartan. 
Rugged, rough (perhaps) and aggres- 
sive he has battled, scrapped and 
fought his way to the place where they 
simply have to give him recognition. 


Bouts With Darcy. 


Witness his two 20-round affairs 
with Les Darcy over in Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, two years ago. Les then was 
at the top of his glory, and the world 
was at his feet. True, he won the 
verdict over Brown, but the shade 
was a slender one, and many thought 
the Greek was entitled to more creat 
than he received. 

Before these bouts few would wager 
20 to 1 that George would last beyond 
fifteen rounds, much less stick it out 
to the finish. 

Tt has been characteristic of Brown 
that the greater the odds against him 
the better he went. It seemed to give 
h the greatest pleasure to meet the 
to jest foes, whether they outweigh- 
ed wim or not. He has exchanged wal- 
lops in long-round affairs, with such 


leaders as Mike Gibbons, Jack Dillon, l. 


Brennan and George Chip. 
In no cases was George routed. To 
the end he would carry the fight to his

I remember, years ago, when Brown 
used to train in Chicago gymns, where 
he shboke lightly of the worrles that 
he had to meet in different rings.

Added to 
that. he didn’t have a representative 
at the gate, and took what they gave 
him, whether it was small—or smaller.

That was a big event in 
George’s lif He came into the of- 
fice dolled up in the choicest of Eng- 
lish-cut clothes. He actually had a 
slight British accent. He spoke cas- 
ually of “my car: being freighted over 
from the island.” 

That was a bit of the “other side,” 
or “the other half,” as Jacob A. Riis 
would have said. George hasn’t had 
much of it in his life, and he was per- 
fectly entitled to all the fun and en- 
joyment he got out of it. 

Ten years ago, when he was in his 
‘“ham-and” stage, from which he grad- 
uated only a short time ago, compara- 
tively speaking, I heard him challenge 
the world from the platform at the old 
Alhambra, and he meant it. If they 
had sent Jack Johnson or Jeff against 
him, George, with his 160 pounds or 
less, would have cheered the news. 

He is now fighting the real fight— 
the biggest fight 'of his life—and we 
bet he'll give a good account of him- 
self. *

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LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
URGED BY LEADERS 
OF ENGLISH CHURCH 


Touring the United States “for the 
purpose of cementing the friendship of 


America and England,’ Bishop Gore 
and Dr. A. F. Guttery, representatives 
of the Established Church of England 
and the Free Church Council of Eng- 
land and Wales, arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday, and will conduct a great 
mass meeting in the city Sunday. 

These distinguished gentlemen came 
to this country at the request of the 
American Committee of Churches and 
Moral Aims of War, of which ex-Pres- 
ident Taft is chairman. They reached 
New York on September 11, and for the 
past three weeks have been traveling 
through New England and the middle 
western and central states. 

Both Bishop Gore and Dr. Guttery 
have been active in religious war work 
in the trenches and throughout Eng- 
land. ‘We are advocating a league of 
nations, in order to make future wars 
impossible,’”” explained Dr. Guttery, to 
a Constitution reporter, at a local ho- 
tel Saturday afternoon. ‘Before peace 
can be established in the. civilized 
world, the utter defeat of Germany 
will be necessary. It would be impos- 
sible to admit Germany to such a 
league before that time.” 

Speaking of the spirit of the Ameri- 
can troops, Dr. Guttery continued, “T 
have worked in the trenches and in 
Paris, and I can do nothing but com- 
ment upon the spirit of your men. As 
has been previously announced, our 
mission to America is chiefly to the end 
that the two nations may become even 
better acquainted, and closer to each 
other ¢han heretofore. Nothing im- 
presses one with the necessity and ad- 
vantages of such an association as does 
a trip to the trenches. 

“I have three sons in the English 
army. Two of them were wounded in

OVER GOOD NEWS 


Lady Mary Tells of Quiet 
Celebration of Allied Vic- 
tories—Society Folk Begin 


to Dance Again. 


By Lady Mary. 

London, September 7.—It’s all over 
now, but really one’s idols are occasion- 
ally shattered during war-time. It 
used to seem to me that among the 
inviolate creatures of the earth—a sort 
of breed apart in fact—were the police- 
men of London. Somehow I could not 
sine them having any human feel- 


Y respect for the “force” was in- 
creased when I visited New York te- 


cently and found an equally imposing 
body of men in blue whose sole duty in 
life seemed to be to make other people 
comfortable and happy. Indeed, I link- 
ed together in my estimation and re- 
gard the constables of the two great 
cities of the New World and the Old. 
Unfortunately last week the golden 
chain of reverence snapped. Our po- 
lice were out on strike and I saw 
them, thousands of them, in civilian 
clothes, and I realized that after all 
they were just ordinary everyday burly 
citizens, who smoked clay pipes, car- 
ried ordinary walking-sticks, and, in 
fact, comported themselves just like 
the usual well-to-do laboring man with 
& grievance to air. 

One procession that I saw strolling 
rather raggedly along the Strand was 
led by a very big heavy man with a 
large black moustache and an impos- 
ing Roman nose. He was smoking a 
pipe, had a light tweed cap on his head 
and was playing a tiny concertina, 
which he swayed about: in the most 
ludicrous fashion. I heard one street 


loafer observe to another, “That’s Ser- 
geant Brice. He’s always on duty along 


Piccadilly,” and I felt my heart sink 
when I thought of the loss of dignity 
. from which this sergeant with his 
squeaking, droning instrument was suf- 
fering. 


I also wondered what, exactly, Mr. 
Samuel Gompers must have thought of 
our police strike. I saw him driving 
in a big United States army official au- 
tomobile along the Haymarket one 
day when the bobbies were “out” in 
their thousands. Mr. Gompers was sit- 
ting wedged in between a huge United 
States colonel and an equally large 
British “brass hat.” The representa- 
tive of the American labor party look- 
ed rather small between the two bur- 
ly Khaki-clad officers, but he seemed 
very happy and smiling and was wear- 
ing a queer soft hat that looked several 
sizes too small for him, perched on 
the top of his head, while his hair 
waved im the breeze and his spectacles 
sparkled in the sunlight.

Her Sex to Be Chosen to 
Represent English Politi- 
cal Party in Contest for 
Seat.

London, October 5. — For the first 
time in the historv of his country a 
woman has been adopted by a political 
party as its candidate for parliament. 
She is Mary MacArthur, who in private 
life is the wife of W. C. Anderson, one 
of the labor members of parliament, 
and she is one of the ablest trade union 
organizers and workers on behalf of 
the oppressed members of her sex 
among the laboring classes in Great 
Britain. 

Mary MacArthur is secretary of the 
National Federation of Women Work- 
ers, and secretary of the Women’s 
Trade Union league, and she has been 
adopted as prospective labor candidate 
In the next election for the new par- 
Hiamentary division of Stourbirdge. 
Thus, should she be elected, the novel 
spectacle will be witnessed not only 
of a woman sitting in the British par- 
liament for the first time, but of a 
husband and wife taking part in the 
councils of the nation, 

Not long ago another well-known 
woman, Miss Nina Boyle, attempted to 
get herself nominated as an independ-

cently occurred at Keighley, but she 
had little, if any, practical support, and 
was disqualified from taking part in 
the contest owing to a defect in her 
nomination papers.

Hogging Down Corn. 


Results secured from a series of ex- 
periments in hogging down corn at 
the Ohio Experiment station indicate 
that this practice’ may be profitably 
employed by farmers this fall in har- 
vesting the corn crop where labor can 
not be secured. As much as $86 per 
acre have been secured as the gross re- 
turns in experiments in hogging down 
corn with theyprice of pork figured at 
$14 per 1 pounds; this was secured 
when the yteld of cotn was fifty bush- 
els per acre. . 2 

Pigs when turned into standing corn 
need some kind of nitrogenous sup- 
plement such as tankage as shown by 
‘the experiments. A comparison of 
two lots of hogs shows an increase of 
$20 more to the acre when from two 
to three-tenths of a pound of tankage 
was fed to each hog daily. Clover, al- 
falfa or rape pasture may be used to 
reduce the amount of tankage needed, 

As found through experiment, twen- 
ty 190-pound pigs may be expected to 
clean up an acre of corn yielding fifty 
bushels in about twenty days; or eight 
or nine shotes weighing 125 pounds 


days as the corn yield in bushels. 

Gains per day when hogs are allow- 
ed to harvest corn are higher generally 
than with any other method of feed- 
ing, aS much as two pounds per day 
being recorded. Hogs weighing from 
90 to 180 pounds and not previously 
heavily fed are to be preferred for 
hogging down corn. 

Not only in Ohio, but also in other 
parts of the country does the hogging 
down of corn prove to be an econom- 
ical methd of prdoucing pork and of 
handling the corn crop; it matters 
little whether the profit be figured on 
the price per bushel of the corn or in 
the amount of pork sold, it will gen- 
erally be found that there is profit in 
this method of feeding. Again, the la- 
bor shortage is now almost universal 
and farmers everywhere will have to 
consider such methods as this as a part 
of profitable farm management. There 
are a few points though that must be 
kept in mind in regard to this method 
of management. 


Corn Alone Is Wasteful. 


As cited in the above report of work 
done in Ohio, there was in a gain in 
$20 per acre for the corn when some 
tankage was fed to balance the ration 
and the statement made that clover or 
alfalfa could also be used. More ex- 
periments have been made in the south 
on the matter of feeding corn to hogs 
when on other forms of pasture, than 
have been made by using corn as the 
pasture crop; that is, by using peanuts, 
soybeans and other crops as supple- 
mental feeds, in pastures, but using 
corn for a grain ration strictly. In 
all of these the pasture has been found 
to result in a great saving of corn; 
where from five to seven pounds of

Pasturing both the starchy and the 
protein feeds should result in even 
cheaper pork production than has been 
obtained and reported where one of 
these feeds have been used to supple- 
ment pasture of the other. The Ala- 
bama station reports one test where 
with corn alone 6.11 pounds were re- 
quired to make a pound of gain and 
this at a costefor concentrate of 7.63 
cents, while with soybean pasture but 
1.58 pounds of corn were fed to make 
one pound of gain and this at a cost 
for concentrate of 1.96 cents for one 
pound of gain. On peanut pasture and 
with some cotton seed meal but 1.07 
pounds of corn were needed to make 
one pound of gain though this ration 
was not so cheap as the soybean-corn 
ration. The legume crops in every in- 
stance proved more economical than 
the use of tankage though the ‘daily 
gains were slightly less. 

These figures emphasize the im- 
portance of feeding balanced rations 
and, in addition, the possibilities of 
producing cheap pork in the sout 


Best Gains With Smaller Hogs or 
. Shotes. 

The above quotation cites the fact 
that pigs weighing trom ninety to one 
hundred and thirty pounds are the best 
to use for hogging downecorn. It is a 
well-known fact in the feeding of ani- 
mals that the younger animals make 
the most economical use of the feed 
which they consume, and that the 
largest daily gains will be obtained 
when the age of the animal, as well as 
the total amount of feed consumed, are 
at neither extreme. If the cost. of a 
pound of gain, when the weight is be- 
tween one hundred and one hundred 
and fifty pounds, be assumed to be 4 
cents, each pound of gain between one 
hundred and two hundred might be 6 
cents; each between that and two hun- 
dred and fifty might be 9 cents: each 
between that and three hundred might 
be 13 cents, and so on—and cost of 
gains when the animal gets very heavy 
being proportionately higher than 
when it is smaller. Because the gains 
on large hogs cost more per pound, 
experienced feeders find it more prof- 
itable to fatten and sfll their hogs be- 
fore they .become too heavy: in other 
words, they believe there is more 
money in selling a hog that weighs 
from two to three hundred pounds 
than in keeping it until it Weighs from 
three to four hundred; the cost of the 
pig at weaning time, of course, has 
something to do with the _ problem, 
since the higher the first cost, the 
longer it will pay to fee@ them. 


Small Lots Avoid Waste. 


Another important item in the hog- 
ging down of corn is the matter of 
fencing. Where the pigs are turned 
into a large field, they trample down 
and waste a considerable amount of 
corn or of other forage; if they be 
confined to small_areas they are more 
likely to return and diig out any half- 
eaten ears they may have left before 
these are wasted, but if there is a 
large field at their disposal, much 
loss is likely to occur. The farmer 
who raises hogs, then, on a small scale, 
will find it beneficial to have small 
fields on which to confine the animals 
when hogging down the corn, and will 
plan to have his corn in these fields 
for this purpose. We have noted in- 
stances where it worked out better to 
have large fields, but to have these 
long and narrow, so as to be more 
easily worked, and then to have porta- 
ble fencing, that can be thrown across 
the field in the narrow dimension and 
that can be moved back from time to 
time as the hogs clean up successive 
new portions of the fields. On rolling 
lands and where the farmer is pro- 
ducing on a larger scale, such schemes 
are not always practicable, but several] 
fields of large acrea can be fenced to 
reduce loss as much as is possbile. In 
these days and times the cost of fenc- 
ing is such that many feel that the 
point gained is at-too great an expense. 

As compared with the figures given 
in the fore part of this letter, there 
must, of course, be some difference for 
southern conditions. Fifty bushels 
per acre or near it may be a good av- 
erage for our bottom lands, but it !s 
by far too high for an average of our 
upland crops. On the other hand, the 
price of corn ueually runs higher with 
us than in or near the corn belt proper. 
As to the length of time to expect pas- 
ture or gains that will be made on giv- 
en fields, the figures given will serve 
merely as a basis for calculation and 
anyone can determine approximately 
from a consideration of his own crop 
and the weight of his own hogs and 
their number just how long his fields 
will carry and how much pasturage 
he will have. The point to be empha- 
sized is that the hogging down of 
corn is a great savjng of lapor in 
gathering and housing the crop and 
in the feeding of the hogs while at 
the same time much valuable fertil- 
izing material is left upon the soil 
right where needed; if the grain be 
gathered and fed in feed lot, still more 
labor in hauling out the manure be- 
comes necessaty and ¢he chances would 
be that the manure would be placed 
on lots or fields near the barns rather 
than back on the fields where the 
grains were produced. So the hogging 
down proposition will result in some 
building up of soil of the farm at large 
as well as a great saving in labor and 
as a market for the corn crop. 
PLOWING DOWN COTTON STALKS 

» IN WEBVIL SECTIONS, 

The time of year is again at hand 
for using what weapons we have 
against the boll weevil and those who 
have suffered from the depredations 
of the weevil must be planning their 
campaign against him. As the cotton 
matures and dries and leaves fall off 
and as cool, frosty nights come on, the 
weevils will leave the fields and go to 
adjoining wood lots and grassy fields 
or to the weeds to find a place to pass 
the winter. Millions of them can be 
destroyed by gathering the _ cotton 
stalks and immature bolls and burn- 
ing them pr by turning them under as 
deeply a# big mules can plow with a 
big plow; one-horse plows will do some 
zood, but to do the job thoroughly Te- 
quires heavier plows and mules than 
are commonly used in the making of 
the crop. As burning. is_ destructive 
to vegetable pe eore in which our soils 
stand much in need, it is better to plow 
under than burn. Cutting the stalks 
and letting them dry forces the wee- 
vils to move and will enfeeble many 
so that they will not survive the win- 
ter, but the measure is not so effec- 
tive as the others. As the top crop is 
worthless anyway, the work of plow- 
ing under should be done very early 
while many are in transition stages and 
before any of the weevils leave the 
field, and also to deprive those that 
escape of feed for a long season be- 
fore hibernating time. 

The last generation of weevils 
which probably go into winter quar- 
ters in much stronger condition than 
those older, are more likely to sur- 
vive the winter; 
starved or weakened by forced flights 
in search of food are less likely to 
come out in the spring. Destruction 
of cotton stalks early in the fall both 
atarves and forces flights of mature 
forms as well as burying many of the 
immature forms and is one of the most 
effective measures in the cultural con- 
trol of the boll weevil; the less that 
hibernate, the less that will come out 
in the spring; the weaker those that 
do hibernate, the less that will emerge 
in spring: the less that emerge in 
spring, the longer it is before they hbe- 
come sufficiently numerous to do de- 
etructive work to the cotton crop. In 
the measure as such effective methods 
are employed, so will we succeed 
against the attacks of this pest.

FAMOUS BRITISH 


PEER CALLED UP 
UNDER DRATT LAW 


Duke of Argyll, Head of the 

Great Campbell Clan in 
Scotland, Summoned for 
Physical Examination for 
Military Service. 


By Hayden Charch. 


London, October 5. In awe- 
struck accents, the newspapers of 
Scotland recently announced to a star- 
tled world that the mighty Duke of 


Argyll, hereditary master of his majes- 
tv’s household in Scotland, keeper of 
the great seal of Scotland, admiral of 
the Western Isles and head of the fa- 


mous and powerful Campbell clan, had 
been called up under the military serv- 
ice act, just as if he had been the 
humblest gillie on his own estates. 
“How really democratic an institu- 
tion conscription is,”"" The Dundee Ad- 
vertiser then remarked, “has been 
proved to demonstration by the news 
that the Duke of Argyli—the great 
Maccallum Mhor himse]f—has report- 
ed at Stérling for medical examination, 
has been passed grade 1, and has drawn 
from the national funds a sum rep- 
resenting three days’ military pay to 
atone for the inroad on the ducal leis- 
ure which was involved in a journey 
from Inverary castle. 
No 
“His grace is just 46, and a bachelor, 
and therefore he will be unable, before 
the tribunal, to maké any appeal on 
personal! grounds, so that we may reck-

“on confidently on hearing that he is in 


khaki one of these fine days. But, 
however that may be, the mere fact 
that he has undergone the ordeal of 
medical examination will be a great 
comfort to all his contemporaries. They 
will be able to boast, after they have 
themselves undergone the same expe- 
rience, that they have been ‘treated 
like a duke.’” 

That was “wrote sarcastic,” as is 
obvious, but the news contained in 
the ‘announcement caused general sur- 
prise. No one who is acquainted with 
the record of the British aristocracy 
in this war needs to be told that it ts 
exceptional indeed for a member of the 
titled classes in this country to have 
to be reminded of his duty to the state, 
especially one who, like the Duke of 
Argyll, held honorary military rank 
before the outbreak of hostilities. The 
duke, whose famous predecessor in the 
title married Queen Victoria’s fourth 
daughter, Princess Louise, and was for 
many years governor general of Cana- 
da, is honorary colonel of the Eighth 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, a 
famous fighting regiment, and also of 


the Canadian Argyll Light infantry 
and (in spite of the fact that his age 
only recently made him subject to mili- 
tary service), he is one of the last 
men whom one would have expected to 
wait to be “called up.” 

As a matter of fact, the duke did 
not wait. He has been in “khaki” al- 
ready, having served in France for 
many months and possesses a decora- 
tion to show for it. He returned to 
Scotland for purposes of recuperation 
in March, 1916. Later he underwent 
training as an airman, but the general 
understanding is that his physique was 
not up to the strain of active service 
in the field. Accordingly, his calling 
up and examination under the military 
service act is regarded, by those in a 
position to know, as more or less of a 
formality, the intention of it being to 
show that conscription in Scotland is 
no respector of. persons. 

The duke succeeded to the title in 
1914 upon the death of his distinguish- 
ed predecessor, who was his uncle. 
The late duke was an author and poet 
of more than average ability, also a 
finished musician who once produced 
an opera. The present wearer of the 
strawberry leaves is not quite so0 ver- 
satile, but he has plenty of brains (he 
took B. A. at Oxford), and, among 
other things, is the master of a more 
than usuallv incisive literary style. 


Attacks Bishop. 


This he proved when ,in July of last 
vear, he penned a letter to The Morn- 
ing Post of London, in which he ripped 
the English bishops up the back in 
quite a masterly fashion, because of 
their opposition to air raid reprisals. 
The prelates of the Established Church 
have frequently been handled without 
gloves by outspoken critics, but sel- 
dom more severely and with, perhaps, 
greater, justice, than by his grace of 
Argyll. 

“It has been wisely remarked by all 
classes,” wrote the duke, “that since 
the war began, the bishops have made 
hardly one sensible remark about it. 
Deep indeed is the gulf that separates 
the splendid utterances of the arch- 
bishops of France who: speak to their 
flocks on the war, and the insipid and 
even mischievous Wiscourses of the 
English hierarchy.” ' 

“Prelates selected for their proft- 
ciency in dead languages,” went on 
the duke, “and in the birching of boys, 
to whom science is a bewildering sub- 
ject, have the utmost difficulty in re- 
alizing the enormous progress reached 
by aviation, and the increasing dan- 
gers which our civil population will 
have to incur before the war is over’.’ 
Iater in his letter the duke referred 
to the “‘quibbling consciences” of the 
Episcopal bench, and remarked, “Our 
virile American allies, including their 
bishops, are well aware of these bed- 
rock facts.” 

The Duke of Argyll’s family name is 
Niall Diarmid Campbell, and besides 
being the tenth bearer of his ducal 
title, he is Marquis of Lorne and Kin- 
tyre, Earl Campbell and Cowal, Vi 
count of Lochow and Glenisla, Baron 
Inverary, Mull, Morvern and “Tirv 
Baron Sundridge and Baron Hamilto 
a list, moreover, that does not includ 
all his dignitiesz; among which are the 
office of keeper of Dunoon, Carrick 
and Dunstaffnage castles. The story 
of his house goes back to 1445, when 
Sir Duncan Campbell, of Luchow, as- 
sumed the designation of Argyll, and 
was created Baron Campbell in the 
peerage of Scotland. 

he e's father, the late Lord 
Archibald Campbell, who died in 1913, 
was ayounger brother of the gifted man 
of letters who was one of the most 
distinguished of governor generals of 
Canada. Lord Archibald Campbell was 
a partner in the famous banking house 
of Coutts & Co, and for 13 years was 
one of its senior managing directors. 
He was notable among prospective 
heirs to English dukedoms by reason of 
having served a prolonged and varied 
commercial apprenticeship. This he 
spent successively with a firm of wine 
merchants at Boredaux, a firm of tea 
brokers in Mincing Lane and a firm 
of cotton brokers in Liverpool. 

As a result he left his son, the pres- 
ent Duke of Argyll, much better off 
in the matter of worldly goods than 
most of his predecessors, the Argyl! 
dukedom being a traditionally “poor” 
one. As one consequence, the late 
duke, Queen Victoria’s son-in-law, was 
given the sinecure job of “governor and 
constable of Windsor castle,”” to which 
a salary of $6,000 was attached, and, 
as another, Inverary castle, in former 
years, was generally “let.” One of its 
tenants was FE. D. Jordan, of Boston, 
one of our American millionaires. The 
castie was built by Duke Archibald tn 
1748, att @ plan by Adam. It con- 

o 


sists of two stories and a sunk floor, 
flanked with round, overtopping tow- 
ers, and surmounted with a square 
winged pavilion. It has some magnif!t- 
cent avenues of trees, and one of these, 
formed of aged elms, leads to a beautt- 
ful len two miles away. En route 
may be seen a wonderful beech, termed 
the “rmrkrriage tree” because of the 
strange way in which the branches ara 
united. There is some remarkable 
tapestry in the castle’s drawing room 
and in the hall are over a hundred mus- 
kets that were “out in forty-five.” 

The Duke of Argyll and his alsa 
unmarried sister, Lady Elspeth Angela 
Campbell, who was raised to the rank 
of a duke’s daughter, were inseparable 
previous to the war, since the begin- 
ning of which Lady Elspeth has been 
nursing. “His grace” is not ve tall, 
is clean shaven, and stocky of build. 
He has always been interested in local 
government and is popular thronghout 
Scotland. Among his many interesting

New York, October 6.—Cotton goods man- 
ufacturere are finding difficulty in maintain- 
ing production on account of the spread .of 
influenza, andthe effect of the draft. There 
fe no dearth of business, the government 
continuing as the largest customer. Mills 
have been unwilling to sell gray goods 
freely use of the high cotton market and 
the decision of the government to postpone 
price-fixing for the last period of the year, 

til November 16. Many traders were 

isappointed when the government dcclin- 
ed to advance all goods as of October 1. 

An important meeting is to be held in 
New York on October 11, to consider plans 
for broadening the export trade, and the 
questicn will come up of applying gevern- 
ment fixed prices to exports as well as to 
home trade.

Next in imeportance to the emphatic 
response which stock prices made to 
the war news, were the violent de- 
clines in neutral exchanges, led by the 
break in Swiss francs. Dutch guilders 
and Spanish pessetas also showed ex- 
treme weakness, while Paris exchange 
was strong, selling up around the 
highest levels of the year. If any fur- 
ther evidence of the portentousness of 
the allied successes’ were needed, it 
could have been found in the panic 
on the Berlin ney exchange, or in 
the remarkable rise in British consols, 
or in the buoyancy of prices on the 
London and Paris stock exchanges, or 
in the strength of foreign government 
bonds in our own market, and lastly, in 
the recovery in domestic corporation 
bonds in this market. In fact, the im- 
portant financial markets everywhere 
refleced the unanimous verdict on the 
outcome of the war. 

One Discordant Note. 

The only discordant note in the whole 
financial situation is, unfortunately, 
the backwardness in the subscriptions

With “Peace Around the 
Corner” as General Belief, 
Leaders of the Financial 
World Are Trying to Dis- 
count the Development to 
Come--Optimism Prevails. 


New York, October 5.—(Special.)— 
What is going to happen financially 
and industrially when peace comes, 
when the government offering of war 
bonds ceases, and when there is a 
sharp decline in taxes? With the feel- 
ing that peace was “right around the 
corner” that is what Wal] street has been 
asking anxiously all week, ever since 
news of Bulgaria’s surrender was first 
received. Whenever anything of great 
importance occurs Wall gtreet immedi- 
ately turns to the stock market to 
study the effect of the news as regis- 


| 


tered by the delicate machinery of 
that institution. In this instance, what 
Wall street read on the tape was first 
a sharp advance in prices, then a rapid 
decline, then a period of uncertainty, 
followed by backing and filling with 
this stock up 3 points and that one 
down 5. Hence throughout the week 
Wall street continued to ask: What is 
going to happen when the war is 
over? 

Inasmuch as posterity cannot pay 
the wages of the soldiers who are 
fighting or for the labor required to 
produce coal, steel, iron, explosives and 


other material used in carrying on a 
war the statement now being widely 
heard that “every country pays the 


cost of a war at the time of the war’, 


is true. Nevertheless, it is equally true 
that part of the cost of the war, that 
is, the men and labor and material 
wasted, is handed on to posterity in 
the form of taxes and bonded debt. 
What Wall street is now trying to dis- 
cover is to what extent the future of 
this country, financially and indus- 
trially, already has been or will be 
mortgaged by the war waste. 
Property Destroyed. 

In addition to the actual loss of men 
and labor, which might have been 
profitably utilized in the ordinary 
channels of industry, and the waste of 
raw materials shot away which also 
might have been made up into finished 
products to increase our wealth, the 
actual destruction of property in the 
war zone must be taken into account 
in discussing the problem which Wall 
street is now trying to solve. Before 
going ahead the factories and mills 
and homes of devastated France and 
Belgium and Russia must be rebuilt, 
and part of the cost will be put ih our 
bill. The damage done to factories and 
mills in France alone has been esti- 
mated at $1,000,000,000. 

Next comes that part of the financial 
statement which will be handed alon 
to posterity. That item is made up o 
the bonded debt which will be out- 
standing at the close of the war, plus 
the taxes that must be levied to pay 
interest and principal, minus the 
amounts loaned to our allies. And 
mention of that last item starts a 
search to determine whether or not 
something else can be found to offset 
the war waste. 

‘It is not necessary to spend much 
time in making such an investigation 
for the material is near at hand. First 
as a result of the war this country 
has additional plant capacity. The 
cost of such plants, especially those 
engaged in out-and-out war work, has 
long since been written off. When 
the war broke out it was a compara- 


itively easy task to convert, say the lo- 


comotive plants, into plants for turn- 
ing out shells and guns. After peace 
has been declared it will be.just as 
easy to switch these plants over to 
say, the manufacture of dyes, chem- 
icals and other raw and finished mate- 
rials formerly purchased in Germany 
and elsewhere. That congress will be 
more than willing to protect such in-

Wilson, recently elect- 
ed president general of the Confed- 
erated Southern Memprial association 
at Tulsa, Okla. will return to her 
home, “Bally Clare Lodge,’ on the 
Howell Mill road, this week. 

Mrs. Wilson, who represented Geor- 
gia as first vice president on the offi- 
cial board of the Confederated South- 
ern Memorial association, presided over 
the meeting, which was one of the 
largest and most interesting ever held 
by the association, in the absence of 
the president general, Mrs. W. J.

Miss Morrison came to Atlanta from 
Canada twenty-five years ago, having 
adopted a business career.

who will not be so fortunate. 

“They will find, when the moment 
of reconstructin comes, and it is com- 
ing now, that in the dressmaking 
business, as in all others, there is go- 
ing to be the call for both efficiency 
and experience. 

“Women going into the industries 
are going to raise their standards, and 
the dressmaking business is going to 
be raised to the rank of any profes- 
sion a woman may select. 

“If the young women of the commu- 
nity could only look ahead a little, 
they would realize that to stay in the 
field of handiwork and prepare and 
train themselves in that line, would 
be a wise course. They will find less 
competition nnd be assured more suc- 
cess in that field than almost any other 
in the new order of things.”

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Sixty Tons of Coal Saved Daily 
By Skip-Stop Plan in Atlanta 


Inauguration of New Street 
Railway System to Be 
Completed When Commit- 
tee Perfects Plans. 


By Paul Jones. 

Obeying orders from Uncle Sam, the 
fuel administration has directed Presi- 
dent Arkwright, of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company, to put in 
operation the “skip-stop” plan of run- 
ning cars in Atlanta. 

“Wot ye the price of good pit coal 
that I must pay,” said he, 

“That ye'flag my cars at any old 
Place, without asking leave of me.” 

(Apologies to Kipling.) 

Atlanta joy riders have been asked 
to leave their automobiles in the gar- 
age on Sundays and walk or ride street 
cars in order to save gasoline, and 
very nebly have Atlantans answered 
the call, but street car riders are going 
to be asked shortly to walk many 
blocks, in some instances, every day, 
to prevent too many street car stops, 
and thereby to save coal, and it is be- 
lieved that the people will again re- 
‘spond nobly. 

“But what has a car stopping for 
me at my corner got to do with saving 
coal?” you ask. “T can see how an 
automobile shut up in a garage all 
day Sunday can save gasoline,” you 
argue, “but what t’ell has the stop- 
ping of an old worn-out street car, that 
runs with electricity, got to do with 
saving coal?’ - 

The answer is: Directly, nothing, 
but when we consider that electric en- 
ergy is made by steam, and that steam 
is generated by coal, and that it takes 
the full amount of energy that one- 
half pound of coal is capable of gener- 
ating to start a street car after you 
have stopped it, you can see what Uncle 
Sam’s fuel administration means when 
this body of men ask you to walk a 
few blocks, if need be, in order to cur- 
tail the frequency of stops and there- 
by, to save a few pounds of coal. 

Figures That Convince. 

Now, if you are pro-German, or if 
you are just naturally adverse to rea- 
60n, you need not read another line of 
this story, but if you want the Huns

and it is in addition to the expense that 
accumulates from the many stops, in 
wear and tear on brakes, wear on the 
controller, and the extra motions that 
are forced upon the motorman in his 
efforts to arrest the motion of the vehi- 
cle and again get it started on its 
journey. 

In Atlanta there are many car lines, 
and consequently many stopping places. 
The present frequent stations along the 
lines of the street car company’s lines 
are for the convenience of the people, 
and despite the fact that they cost the 
company many thousands of dollars a 
vear, they would be left in service but 
for the command of Uncle Sam, who 
declares that the public should sacri- 
fice some of its conveniences in order 
to aid the conservation of fuel and 
power, and to meet this important end, 
the government has ordered the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company to 
inaugurate the “stagger-stop,” or the 
“skip-stop” plan, which will serve to 
eliminate many of the places that cars 
are now called upon to observe as sta- 
tions. 

Half a Million Stops. 

coming down to Uncle Sam's 
reason for curtailing car stops in At- 
lanta, perhaps it would be best to tell 
how many times the cars stop in this 
citv. 

If every car on every line stopped at 
every place at which it could be halt- 
ed by oncoming or offgoing passen- 
gers, the brakes on Atlanta cars would 
be applied 394,780 times every day. To 
start the cars again after nearly a half 
million stops, would require a half 
pound of coal for each stop, or 197,390 
pounds, or 938.68 tons of coal. 

But the compiler of figures shows 
that only 60 per cent of the all stops 
are actually made in every-day prac- 
tice, which means that the cars of At- 
lanta cume to a halt 236,868 times a 
day, requiring 11,434 pounds, or 59.2 
tons of coal to get them going again. 


Now, 


The above figures apply to present con-} 


ditions where cars may be signaled to 
stop at almost every corner and in 
many instances in the middle of the 
block, but Uncle Sam says that with 
the inauguration of the ‘“stagger-stop”’ 
plan the cars can be made to save a lot 
of coal, and that at least 25 per cent 
of the regular stations can be elimi- 
nated. 

When the new plan is put in opera- 
tion, patrons of the various car lines 
in some instances will be forced to add 


said a committeeman, 


saved each day is sufficient to run the 
furnace of a hospital, or orphans’ home 
ora school. And it will be a decidedly 
unpopular growler who grumbles at the 
car company or cusses the conduc- 
tor because of the few added steps. 

Every pound of coal that can be sal- 
vaged during the coming cold months 
will add to the burdens of the Huns 
and will aid Uncle Sam 
to put the kaiser where coal and good 
warm fires are plentiful. 


Explaining System. 


Just a few words explaining the 
plan that Uncle Sam has ordered 
through the fel administration for 
cars in all cities of 25,000 or more ine 
habitants: It has been officially styled 
the “skip-stop,’’ which many people er- 
roneously believe implies that cars will 
only stop at every other one of the ex- 
isting stations or stopping places. The 
plan, however, does not contemplate 
the elimination of every alternate stop 
along the various routes, but is to be 
based upon a system of measurements, 
the distances between the new stops 
being controlled largely by density of 
population and stress of traffic. 

Beginning at some central point in 
the city, either at Five Points or the 
corner of Broad and Alabama streets 
(which has been officially designated 
the center of the city), measurements 
will be made along the various car 
routes that diverge from that point. 
Within the fire limits, or business dis- 
tricts, the stations will be fixed at in- 
tervals of 660 feet, or one-eights of a 
mile. In the residence sections of 
the city the stopping points will be 
880 feet, or one-sixth of a mile apart; 
while out in the suburbs the cars will 
be allowed to halt for passengers to 
board or leave at stations spaced 1,320 
feet, or one-quarter of a mile apart. 

Decided by Committee. 

Of course, these rules will not be 
applied arbitrarily without regard to 
the convenience of patrons of the car 
lines, and all due regard with reference 
to junction and transfer points will 
be observed, but wherever practicable 
the new stopping distances will be 
strictly adhered to. 

The working out of the new car stop- 
ping places is one of the big problems 
now confronting a committee ocom- 
posed of two council members, two 
representatives of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, and two members 
from the fuel daministration, and as 
soon as their work has been completed 
the matter will go before the Georgia 
railroad commission for approval. 

“We contemplate little, if any ob- 
jection upon the part of the people,” 
and it is the 
belief of all concerned that the At- 
lanta people will enter frto the spirit 
of the innovation, walking with joy— 
happy in the idea that they are helping 
the Huns to h—!

The orchestra of the Societe des Con- 
certs du Conservatoire de Paris—or, 
more intelligently speaking, the French 
orchestra which is to be in our midst 
a little later in October, is older than 
any of the Atlanta people who will 
hear it at the Auditorium. 

That this is a safe statement will be 
understood when it is added that the 
Societe was founded in a gathering of 
Parisian musicians in 1826, and Habe- 
neck, the first conduttor, had the pa- 
tronage at one time of Empress Jose- 
phine. The history of the orchestra is 
closely bound up with the history of 
music in France in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

Its first trip outside of Paris, however, 
was in 1917, when the orchestra toured 
Switzerland in the interest of French 
music propaganda. 

Arrangements the past spring for a 
tour of Spain were cancelled on account 
of the difficulties of travel due to the 
second battle of the Marne, and the 
completion of plans for the American 
tour. 

“The musicians of the organization 
are individually prominent in France, 
and for the most part represent the 
professorship of the Paris Conserva- 
toire. Their concerts have for genera- 
tions been cherished as the choicest of- 
ferings of all France’s musical art. 
Seats have been practically unobtain- 
able save by those patrons of long 
standing who have retained their sub- 
scription privileges and handed them 
down to members of their families and 
most intimate friends. These subscrib- 
ers have virtually enjoyed a privilege 
as exclusive as the members of the 
stock exchange.”

The French call it “la spirite’—that 
dominant characteristic of Miss Ed- 
wine Behre’s music. And I say “music,” 
rather than just piano playing, because 
it is as much a part of her attitude 
towards music, her ideals, as it is a 
trait of her playing.

complete cutting off of their power will 
not be necessary. 

The main objection of the manufac- 
turers was that if their plants were 
forced to shut down, it would mean a 
disruption of the labor market and 
when they were able to open up for 
business again they would find them- 
selves without workmen. The manu- 
facturers claim there is enough waste 
of electric current in other ways in 
Macon, which, if conserved, would make 
any curtailment on the part of the 
manufacturers unnecessary. 

Lieutenant Heibel stated that unless 
it rains in this section soon so as to 
afford hydro-electric current, conditions 
here may become as acute as they are 
in Pittsburg, Pa., where from 7 to 10 
o’clock in the morning switches are 
pulled, elevators in office buildings 
are stopped and many factories are 
compelled to cease operations for the 
three hours’ period.

It is always gratifying as the fiscal year 
of an organization closes to find in the 
review of the activities, that the vision of 
the new year has been realized and a step 
toward progress has been made.

After doing a very good business 
Quietly, for the first three days of the 
fourth Liberty Loan drive, the women 
of Atlanta who had planned to make 
their intensive drive the second week 


of the campaign, were invited “right 
in” by the men’s committee, and to- 
day, like the proverbial “May morning,” 
the men’s committee and the woman’s 
committee are demonstrating the 
meaning of “team work,” and Atlanta 
is on the way to action. 

Though the women did lose the op- 
portunity of active intensive work the 
first three days, they have made up 
for it already, and they are working 
now with a will and a 
is always necessary in the winning of 
anything, declares Mrs. T. T. Stevens, 
chairman of the woman's Liberty Loan 
committee, who led the women in At- 
lanta in their third drive when they sold 
bonds to the amount of $3,150,000. 

“Just that thought of what they 
have done is going to be one of their 
Sreatest incentive to work,” said Mrs. 
Stevens in reviewing the work of the 
committee, “while their organization is 
even more intensive than it was last 
year, 

“The force of the organization lies 
in the ten good, well organized ward 
committeés, headed by ten of the most 
representative women of the state. 
They will sell bonds everywhere their 
solicitors chose to go.

Mrs. Lumpkin Discusses District. 


“As you will. see, the Sixth Federal 
Reserve district has $192,000,000 of the 
$6.000,000,000 Liberty Loan to. raise, 
which is 31-5 per cent of the whole, 
and it will take the active work of 
every woman, as well as every man, to 
accomplish this gigantic financial un- 
dertaking,” is the message of Mra. 
Samuel Lumpkin, chairman, woman's 
committee, Sixth Federal Reserve dis- 
trict. is. sending out to the women 
workers of the six southern states in 
the district. 

“One of the biggest obstacles in the 
way in our own district seems to be 
the agitation against fixing the price of 
cotton by the government. Our district 
is largely cotton growing, and we may 
have to work harder to overcome the 
misunderstanding and dissatisfaction of 
the cotton grower. If they will think 
for just a moment, they will realize 
that the government is too wise to kill 
the goose that laya its golden eggs. It 
realizes full well that it must keep 
every industry of the nation going at 
full epeed. The world cannot get along 
without cotton, and the farmer cannot 
raise cotton if he is not given a good 
price,” states Mrs, Lumpkin. 

‘Mr. Wilson realizes this, and if the 
price of cotton is fixed, if will be a 
price so liberal that it will pay the 
farmer to plant cotton. 

“These are facts, will you kindly pass 
them on? I am sure that when the 
men of your community consider this 
viewpoint they will realize that the 
government ia trying to protect the 
farmer and his interests, and not to 
grind him. 

“Mr, Wardlaw (our district director) 
has stated that he is counting on the 
women of the country and is sending 
each state chairman a message to that 
effect, May I say that I do not believe 
that the $6,000,000,000 could be raised 
without the efforts of our women? It 
will be through the encouragement, 
egonomy and self-saorifice of the Amer- 
itan woman, together with her untir- 
ing energy in selling bonds that the 
fourth Liberty Loan will be a success, 
and may I repeat again the responali- 
bility is very largely on the ehoulders 
of the county chairmen?’

NATURAL HOME FOR SHEEP. 


Western sheep growers are just now at 
their wits’ ends to find pasture and forage 
and fodder to carry their flocks through the 
winter; while Georgia has plenty and to 
spare of everything that makes for success- 
ful and highly profitable sheep-raising— 
except protection against dogs! 

In an interview published in a newspaper 
of the Rocky mountains region a pioneer 
sheepman said the other day: 

“We are having difficulty find 
pasture for our sheep. For a number of 
vears we have moved our sheep from the 
mountain ranges to the Big Bend (state 
of Washington), to pasture on the grain 
stubble in the fall. This year we will 
have to move earlier than usual, as some 
of the streams in the mountains are dry- 
ing up, owing to the light snowfall last 
winter. Pasture in the Big Bend is hard 
to find this fall. It is necessary to secure 
range where there is water for the 
sheep.” 

In Georgia are millions of acres of land, 
in the pine and wiregrass regions of the 
south and in the mountainous and Piedmont 
sections of the north, with every prerequi- 
site to sheep culture—except one:  Pro- 
tection against dogs!

sSheepmen of the west have been here 
and seen what we have—seen and been de- 
lighted with the unsurpassed advantages 
here held out to the sheep industry—and 
owners of thousands of head have. said 
publicly that they would transfer their 
flocks to Georgia, but for that one prohib- 
itory disadvantage: Lack of protection 
against dogs! 

Thus it is true that dogs, and dogs alone, 
are standing in the way of Georgia’s be- 
coming one of the greatest of the states in 
point of wool and mutton production! 

And yet our legislators have thus far 
failed or refused to provide the means of 
eliminating that handicap— which they 
could easily do simply by enacting a dog- 
control law.

Whether or not such a tax is ever im- 
posed, it is certain that some sort of cure 
for the worthless cur dog evil will be found 
and applied, either by the state or by the 
federal government, because it is nonsense 
—almost an economic crime—to permit an 
utterly useless animal to stand in the way 
of one whose products are needed by the 
state, the nation and by the whole world 
today as they never were needed before.

Planted by the French, cultivated by the 
Germans, eaten by the Yankees—that is the 
history of many a bean, many a tomato, many 
a carrot gathered this month between the 
Oureq and the Vesle. Sweeping over the 
fertile Tardenois in late May, the Boches 
found the gardens-all hopefully planted, and 
their soldiers were detailed to tend the rows 
of vegetables which they fondly expected 
to eat at pbarvest time. Amid the great 
welter of things it pained them to leave be- 
hind was this juicy crop of garden truck, and 
that is why fresh celery and new green peas 
have graced many a Yankee mess on the 
Vesle front. 


It would do Mr. Hoover's heart good if 
he could see—and probably he did—the har- 
vest being brought in from the reconquered 
farms between the Marne and the Vesle. 
Marshal Foch's dashing counter offensive 
must be measured not only in territory 
gained, prisoners captured, guns netted, but 
in rich crops seized at the critical time. 

The Germans, who are harder up for food 
than any other country, lost not only the 
harvest they held, but the harvests they 
hoped to capture. Now, -close behind the 
troops, the reapers and binders are at work. 

The other day, a battalion commander at 
the front, spotting a strange machine that 
looked like some fantastic tank wobbling 
along a crest across the valley, caught it in 
the foeus of his field glasses and laughed 
outright. It was that eminently pacific en- 
gine, the land plow. 

Here and there a threshing machine plays 
chorus to the song of the airplanes over- 
head. Old soldiers in faded blue, old women, 
buxom young wives, little children, all have 
been tugging away at the great stacks of 
wheat, and if you-cross a newly harvested 
field at sunup, vou are sure to see the women 
rolling out from under the hedges, shaking 
the dew from their hair, and going to work 
at the gleaning. 

The Yanks in hospital, who got their 
wounds in the fields near Vaux and 
Bouresches and Belleau Woods, will be glad 
to hear that from those fields a ‘golden treas- 
ure hag already been gathered, and the 
crickets in the stubble sing a song of peace.

Swine Exhibit From Georgia

Great Victory in Macedonia, 
With Its Following Re-

“\Has Been Built Across 
the Huns’ Outlet to Aid 
Turkey.

Simce the treaties of Brest-Litovsk 
and Bucharest eliminated Russia and 
Rumania from the war there has been 
no more important political event than 
Bulgaria’s cry of “Kamerad!” on the 
morning of her great military defeats 
in Macedonia. The defection or co}- 
lapse of Bulgaria would carry instant 
doom to the German Mitteleuropa, it 
would separate the central powers 
from their Turkish ally and it would 
restore the old barriers to German ex- 
pansion toward the east, to demolish 
which Berlin and Vienna risked a world 
war. 

We are justified in regarding the 
Bulgarian gesture with every possible 


suspicion until'there can no longer be 
any question of the Bulgar good faith, 
and there can only be an end of suspi- 
cion when Bulgar armies are demob- 
ilized and Serbian, Rumanian and 
Greek territories occupied by these 
Bulgar armies’ restored to their right- 
ful owners. Yet, recognizing that Bul- 
garia may have used her peace pro- 
posal merely as a maneuver designed, 
on the one hand, to compel Germany 
and Austria to rush reinforcements to 
the Balkans, and, on the other, to coax 
the allies into a declaration of terms 
which might disappoint their Greek, 
Rumanian and Serb allies, there is still 
complete justification for examining 
the meaning of the possible elimina- 
tion of Bulgaria from the war. 

And the meaning of the removal of 
Bulgaria not merely from the war, but 
from the domination of German influ- 
ence is to be found in the, slightest 
reference to a map of central Europe 
on which is recorded in black and white 
the present condition of the German 
Mitteleuropa and the condition which 
would result from the transfer of Bul- 
garia from German to allied control. 
It would mean the removal of the key- 
stone of the German arch opening from 
Europe to Asia Minor. 

World Understands Now. 

We are beginning to be perfectly 
famillar with Mitteleuropa. The 
world understands now that in the 
years preceding the war Germany was 
laboring to construct a great central 
empire which should both insufe to 
her the domination of Europe, as Na- 
poleon possessed it in his great period, 
and, in addition, with Turkey and the 
straits of Dardanelles and Bosphorus 
included in the empire, would enable 
Germany to escape from the fatal em 


brace of sea power and lay hands uponf 


Asia Minor and even upon North Afri- 
ca, to approach Egypt and India. 

Mitteleuropa was a fact in the Ger- 
man mind before the present war; it 
was a fact upon the pan-German maps 
and in all German calculdtions. Ger- 
man policy sought in the first years of 
the present century to obtain the de- 
cisive voice in Constantinople and, as 
a necessary further condition to the 
realization of the dream of Mitteleu- 
ropa, an equally complete mastery of 
the Balkans. For it was essential to 
possess landward communications with 
the Turkish empire, and these commu- 
nications necessarily passed through 
Rumania, Serbia and Bulgaria. 

By 1912 Germany had achieved eco- 
nomic and political supremacy at Con- 
stantinople; she had pushed the con- 
struction of the Berlin-Bagdad railway 
line from Secutari, facing the Golden 
Horn, to the Cilicianm Gate and her en- 
gineers were already tunnelling the 
Amanus and the Taurus to open a way 
for the new railway into the plains of 
Syria and Mesopotamia. When. this 
work was accomplished the only inter- 
ruption to German power between Ber- 
lin on the north and the Persian Gulf 
and the Suez canal on the south would 
be the thin Balkan barrier constituted 
by the territories of Serbia, Rumania 
and Bulgaria; if this barrier could be 
broken down, then German influence 
wobuld be unimpeded, and the route of 
German imperial advance be removed 
‘beyond the reach of sea power. 

But in 1912 the first Balkan war 
suddenly raised a Balkan obstacle hith- 
erto unexpected. Bulgaria, Serbia and 
Greece, laying aside age-long rival- 
ries, made a common cause against 
the Turk, defeated him, deprived him 
of all but a tiny fraction of his Euro- 
pean territory and thus laid the foun- 
dations to what seemed for the moment

Used Diplomacy. 


In this situation German and Aus- 
trian diplomacy undertook to remove 
the danger. Serbia had made a bargain 
with Bulgaria by which Macedonia was 
to be partitioned between the two 
states, the larger part falling to Bul- 
garia, while Serbia received northern 
Albania and her long-desired “window 
on the sea.” Austria forbade Serbian 
expansion to the sea. Serbia then ask- 
ed a revision of her Bulgarian agree- 
ment, which would enable her to hold 
more of Macedonia, all of which had 
been conquered by Serb and Greek ar- 
mies. Bulgaria refused, and, invited 
by Berlin, attacked Serbia. The sec- 
ond Balkan war followed, and the de- 
struction of the Balkan league, the 
fatal obstacle to German schemes, was 
thus achieved. 

Unfortunately for Germany, however, 
Serbia and not Bulgaria won the war. 


As a consequence a considerable Serbian 


State was created squarely across the 
German pathway to Constantinople, and 
for this state there was assured Rus- 
sian support. Rumania, too, had been 
drawn into the conflict and was now 
Passing from her alliance with Ger- 
many to a sympathetic understanding 
with the opposing group of nations. On 
the other hand, Bulagria was now en- 
tirely in the hands of the Germans; her 
czar held his throne as a result of Ger- 
man financial aid to his country and the 

ssurance that Germany and Austria 

ould shortly restore to Bulgaria all 
she had: just lost. 

In 1914, therefore, when the world 
war came, Germany controlled the Ber- 
lin-Bagdad roadway: except for the 
short span between Belgrade and the 
Bulgar frontier. This was the one bar- 
rier to her great Mitteleuropa. Could 
she dispose of Serbia, then, with the 
King of Greece in her control and a 
strong element in Russia at her dis- 
posal, she might hope to establish her 
great world empire. In these conditions 
Austria attacked Serbia in 1914 and 
thus precipitated the world war, for 
Russia was bound to support Serbia, 
and Britain and France could not aban- 
don their Russian friend. 

After the war came we saw the total 
failure of the allies to grasp the near 
eastern situation as it existed. , Instead 


of reinforcing the splendid Serb army,] 


which twice, of its own initiative and 
with only its lIimited resources, ‘de- 
feated Austrian armies, the allies were 
caught by the lure of Constantinople 
and wasted their human and material 
resources at Gallipoli. As a result, 
when the time had come, Germany and 
Austria attacked Serbia; Bulgaria aban- 
doned her neutrality and treacherously 
assailed the Serbs in the rear, and ina 
brief campaign the little Slav state was 
overrun and the last barrier between 
Berlin and the near east abolished. In 
1915 Mitteleuropa was a fact. 
Ramanian Episode. 

A year later the brief Rumanian epi- 
sode completed the creation of ‘Mittel- 
europa. Brought into the war by Rus- 
sian command, befrayed by the Russian 
cabinet, Rumanian armies defeated and 
the country overrun, the Rumanian gov- 
ernment had no escape from the sur- 
render which followed the Russian rev- 
olution and placed Rumania completely 
under German control. At the close of! 
1916 Mitteleuropa was an even more 
impressive fact. The Balkans were lost 
to the allies, save for Saloniki, and 
there was grave danger that the Salo- 
niki army might be assailed in the rear 
by the Greek forces under King Con- 
stantine,.the brother-in-law and faith- 
ful friend of the kaiser. Meantime, the 
war had overflowed into Asia; in the 
spring of 1916 a British army striking 
at Bagdad was captured at Kut-e}- 
Amara, and a little earlier Turkish 
forces had attempted to pass the Suez 
ganal and invade Egypt. 

Such, briefly, is the story of the Bal- 
‘kan episode up to the close of 1916. 
In three campaigns the Germans had 
realized all that they had hoped and 
planned to‘ realize; they dominated 
Austria-Hungary by alliance; they had 
destroyed Serbia and Rumania; they 
had harnessed Bulgaria to their car, 
and rewarded the Bulgars by giving 
them vast Rumanian and Serb territo- 
ries which could only be held with 
German aid; they had even permitted 
the Bulgars to invade Greece and occupy 
the Kavala district, while they had per- 
suaded the Turks to cede to Ferdinand 
the strip of territory facing Adrianople 
which insured rail communication on 
Bulgar soil from Sofia to Dedeagatch on 
the Aegean. 

In this situation it at last became 
plain to the whole world that if Ger- 


many could retain what she has ac- 
quired by conquest and alliance in the 


‘Near East, if she could continue to 


hold Serbia and dominate Rumania and 
Bulgaria, as well as Turkey, after 
peace was restored, she would in no 
long time become the greatest power 
in the wor and her armies would 
reach India and Egypt. The. British 
empire was threatened, the French and 
Italian colonies in North Africa were 
endangered, the Black sea had become 
a German lake, like the Baltic. More- 
over, the collapse of Russia and the 
elimination of the Slav as a great pow- | 
er removed all curb to German ambi- 
tions on the eastern flank and added to 
the German conquests in the Balkans 
vast regions of Russia. 

Yet, despite this peril, visible in 1915, 
when Serbia fell, unmistakable a year 
later, when Rumania was conquered, 
accentuated by the collapse of Russia, 


allies, who in the present spring were 
confronted with a life-and-death strug- 
gle in France and were actually 
obliged to recall men and guns from 
the Balkans to save Paris. Save for 
British colonial troops operating from 
the Persian gulf and from Egypt and 
slowly advancing about Jerusalem and 
Bagdad, no allied operations were pos- 
sible, and these were relatively minor, 
for, if Germany could continue to hold 
the road from Berlin to the Golden 
Horn, she might subsequently send 
troops south and, employing the Turk 
armies remade and stiffened by Ger- 
man contingents, sweep Allenby and 
Maude’s armies out of Mesopotamia 
and Palestine. 
Solution of Problem, 

The solution of the problem, so far 
as it had a solution, was obvious. There 
were both in Turkey and Bulgaria 
strong elements opposed to Germany. 
As the war dragged on both nations 
were becoming affecte@ by war weari- 
ness. Turkey had fought Italy, the 
Balkan states and was now fighting 
the western powers, and the burden of 
the three wars, two of them utterly 
unsuccessful and the third becoming 
unfavorable, was heavy. Bulgaria had 
similarly fought Turkey, Serbia and 
was now at grips with four great na- 
tions. The sacrifices of both nations 
had been enormous, and if German for- 
tunes in the west began to wane and 
the link between Berlin and Vienna 
on the one hand and Sofia and Con- 
stantinople on the other were broken, 
both the Turk and the Bulgar might 
quit. 

- But there was only one way to break 

this link, and that was by an operation 
upward from Saloniki toward and to 
the Danube, by a successful push from 
Saloniki to Belgrade. And this, in turn, 
was only possible if the Bulgar army 
could be defeated, decisively defeated, 
and the war carried into Bulgarian 
territory. As long-as the Bulgar army/ 
stood and Bulgaria continued to hold 
Serb and Rumanian territory, as well 
as Greek, no Bulgar government would 
consent to make peace with the allies, 
since the first condition of such peace 
would necessarily be the surrender of 
all conquered territory, Rumanian as 
well as Serb and Greek. 

On the other hand, if there were first 
a defeat and then a loss of most of the 
territory, accompanied by the threat of 
an invasion of Bulgaria itseif, then Bul- 
garia might be expected to make a 
peace gesture, and if this gesture were 
sincere and carried wrth it the promise 
of evacuation of conquered territory, 
the demobilization of Bulgar armies and 
the abandonment of the German alli- 
ance, then Bulgaria might be certain of 
escaping from the conflict without loss 
of territory and with possible compen- 
sation in Thrace and at the expense of 
Turkey. In abandoning Uskub and 
Nish she might hope to gain Adrianople 
and Midia. And she would end the ter- 
rible drain of the war, which was no 
longer profitable, and might, given Ger- 
man defeat, prove fatal. 

Bulgar Situation. 

Such, briefly, is the Bulgarian situ- 
ation as it has developed in nearly four 
years of war. Bulgaria was and still 
remains the single bridge between Ger- 
many and Austria on the north and 
Turkey and the Near East on the south. 
Break that bridge by eliminating Bul- 
garia and Turkey is isolated, bound to 
fall a prey to allied armies, if not to 
internal revolutions which will hasten 
her surrender. Turkey once at the 
mercy of the allies there is a final eza 
to German dreams of expansion in the 
Near East, for the allied purposes as to 
Turkey contemplate the liberation of 
enslaved races and the neutralization 
of the Straits under international gon- 
trol. ; 
The elimination of Bulgaria would 
insure the eventual liberation of Serbia, 
mainly held by Bulgar armies, and the 
equally certain escape from German 


control of Rumania, plundered and re- 
sentful. It would open a new Austrian 
front and threaten the invasion of Hun-

Slavs. As to the moral and political 
effect of such a change upon the people 
of Austria and Hungary, it would be 
enormous, while a re-enlistment of Ru- 
mania on the allied side would be al- 
most certain. 

Now, recognizing that if Bulgaria 
makes a separate peace Germany will 
lose all possible Balkan profit for her 
great sacrifices, and will be thrown 
back upon the dubious Russian fields as 
the sole opportunity to acquire political 
or eventual economic gain from the war, 
realizing that the existence of Austria 
will be gravely imperiled by a restora- 
tion of the Serbian ‘front, nothing is 
more certain than that both Germany 
and Austria will make a supreme effort 
to restore the compromised situation in 
the Balkans. And that this is being 
done we are already informed by Berlin 
and Vienna, in both of which capitals 
there is to be discovered unconcealed 
dismay, for the loss of Bulgaria would 
bea far greater disaster than an en- 
forced retreat behind the Meuse on the 
| west front. 

And here, at last, we may turn to the 
military aspect. For nearly three years 
the Saloniki front has been a source of 
weakness to the allies, because it has 
drawn their troops away from the main 
field, while the Germans have been able 
to assign their task in this region to the 
Bulgars, who were not available for 
service in France or Belgium. Only a 
few German troops, and not many more 
Austrians, have feen employed in the 
Balkans, while the British and French 
alone have had nearly a quarter of a 
million locked up in what the Germans 
have not inaptly described as ‘the 
greatest internment camp in Europe.” 

But now, when Ludendorff is fighting 
for his life in France and Austrian 
troops are aiding him, or are massed in 
Italy against a possible Italian offens- 
ive, the Balkan situation makes an im- 
perative demand upon German reserves, 
urgently needed in Flanders and in Lor- 


raine, and, as a result, Germany has to 
weaken her armies in France to save 
her position in Bulgaria. As a conse-

Must Be Wary. 


We shall do well to be wary of too 
great immediate expectations in the 
Balkans. Bulgaria may have sought by 
the threat of surrender to compel her 
German ally to send troops, already 
asked and refused, while at the same 
moment, sounding allied capitals to 
gather an idea of what. terms were 
obtainable. She may have sought mere- 
ly to save her armies by resorting to 
a familiar ruse. But this ruse almost 
never prevails; victorious armies do not 
interrupt the irpursuit of a beaten foe 
merely because the foe suggests peace 
conversation without giving any guar- 
antee. 

It may be, too, that Bulgaria, hav- 
ing been told that she must evacuate 
Serbia, Greece and Rumania and de- 
mobilize her army, or enlist on the 
allies’ side, will choose to continue 
fighting for a little longer in the hope 
that German aid will arrive. Much de- 
pends upon the situation of Bulgarian 
armies, and this is not yet disclosed. 
But if the armies are destroyed or cap- 
tured, then German aid will hardly 
change the situation for the Bulgar 
people, who will be threatened by al- 
lied invasion on the one hand and by 
the occupation of their country by Ger- 
man armies on the other. 

Meantime, there is this to be said: 
When Bulgaria is eliminated by con- 
quest or by a separate peace the Ger- 
man Mitteleuropa dream, become a fact 
in this war, will be at an end, and a 
long step,. the longest, perhaps, will 
have been taken toward peace, because 
Germany will not continue in a fight 


which holds out no prospect of profit. 
As for Austria, Bulgarian surrc«nder 
will mean the prelude to invasion and 


ss aiedeeeieiatiietoe 
, from Rumania; .rebellion on the part 
of her Slav subjects, north and south . 
alike. Turkey, too, cut off from the 
trunk of Mitteleuropa, will swift- 
ly and surely into allied hand 
. Sure of Greece. 

And the first Bulgarian gesture gives 
us reason to look confidently toward 
the elimination of Bulgaria at no dis- 
tant date. We are gure of Greece now. 
Serbia awaits deliverance, but will re- 
main faithful to the allies. Rumania, 
too, awaits our coming, and recent re- 
ports indicate that she will take the 
field again the moment communica- 
tions with the west are restored, as 
they will be when Bulgaria quits. In- 
deed, there are indications that Ru- 
mania may not delay action that long 
Thus, after three years we are in a 
fair way to restore the situation in the 
Near East, to regain the advantages 
lost by blindness and worse in 1915 and 
1916, to unscramble the Balkan eggs. 

But the present situation should be 
viewed with a full understanding of 
future problems. Unless as a conse- 
quence of a victorious war we erect 
Rumanian and Serbian States suffi 
ciently strong to hold the line of the 
Danube and the Carpathians against a 
new German attack, unless we dea! 
justly with rightful Greek aspirations, 


unless we so deal with Turkey as to 
remove all chance of a return of Ger- 


man domination of the Bosporus and 
the Dardanelles in the future, we shal! 
miss the great opportunity and pre- 
serve the dangers which precipitated 
this world conflagration. 

As to Bulgaria, none of her territor; 
is demanded, either by our Greek or 
our Serb allies, but no foot of Greek 
or Serb territory should now or here- 
after be surrendered to the nation 
which has treacherously attacked al! 
of her neighbors, pursued selfish and 
murderous ambitions and broken faith 
and honozs with all of her western 
friends. There never was a nation 
which in a decade had more thorough- 


ly deserved the contempt of civilized 
mankind than the Bulgar. For the 
crimes of the whole pople there may 
be no adequate punishment conceivable.

Accounting Systems Necessary To 
Accurately Figure Income Taxes 


Retail merchants are urged by In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner Roper in 
a recent letter to install business ac- 
counting systems to enable them to 
calculate accurately their income taxes. 


Discussing this subject, a prominent 
Atlanta business man said: 

“When they receive notice of their 
‘duty to make a tax return under the 
income lay, thousands of merchants 
are at a loss to know how to proceed 
because they do not have the figure 
facts regarding their business. 

“With the proper store records from 
which to obtain the necessary fig- 
ures, the process of making the tax re- 
turn is one of simple arithmetic. But 
such records are often not available, 
figures being the products of 
bookkeeping. 

“It is this condition that caused Com- 
missioner Roper to make his recom- 
mendation that merchants install ace 
counting systems that will enable them 
to calculate accurately their income

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“As a matter of fact, only a few 
simple records are necessary to pro- 
vide the information demanded by the 
government in income tax statements. 

“To determine accurately the net 
earnings of any business the following 
formula is recommended: 

“Subtract total expenses and cost of 
“The result 
will be the net profits from sales. 
Add to this, miscellaneous revenues and 
| discounts realized, and the result is the 
net earnings of the business. 

“But this formula can be used suc- 
cessful only when certain well de- 
fined rules are carefully followed. 

“For instance, to get cost of goods 
sold, a careful inventory must be taken 
once a year and a careful record of 
purchases must be kept. Then add to 
the cost price of stock as inventoried 
January 1, 1918, the purchase price of 
goods bought during the following 12 
months, and subtract the cost price of 
stock as inventoried January 1, 1918. 
The result must be the cost of goods 
sold during that year. 

“To get total sales for the year, the 
only record necessary is a daily sum- 
mary of cash and charge sales. 

“To get total expenses keep careful 
records of the following items: Sal- 
aries and wages, including the salary 
drawn by the proprietor of the bus!- 
nesg: supplies, rent, heat and light? 
advertising expenses, delivery and ex- 
press, insurance and taxes, deprecia- 
tion on stock, fixtures-and equipment, 
bad accounts actually charged off, in- 
terest paid and general expense. 

“By failing to take into account the 
item of depreciation, in figuring ex- 
penses, many retailers delude them- 
selves into the belief that their bustf- 
ness is paying a higher rate of profit 
than is actually the case. Deprecia- 
tion on stock, fixures and equipment Is 
just as legitimate an expense as wages 
paid to clerks, and should be included 
when the cost of doing business is be- 
ing determined.

Months ago in the United States and 
France—years ago in England—the as- 
sociation work proved itself. 

The purpose of the association !s both 
social and economic. 

Primarily, it is working to preserve 
the standards of American womanhood; 
to offset the inevitable threat against 
American ideals implied in the force- 
ing of millions of American women 
into surroundings and occupations en- 
tirely contrary to all previous concep< 
tions of the proprieties for women, so- 
cial, physical, economic. 

And this program of the Y. W. C. A. 
is the principal reason why the United

All over the country the story is the 
same. At the Bush terminals alone in 
New York, where ten thousand wom- 
en are making war equipment in three 
big factories, there is no place for 
them to go, when their “shift” is over 
in the middle of the night, perhaps, 
except the “Y. W.” hut. Needless to 
say, it is well patronized. An average 
of seven hundred women enjoy its 
cheer and comfort in the eVenings, 
and nearly as many in the daytime.

The announcement a few days agro 
that Mime. Joffre, the wife of the be- 
loved first hero of the Marne, has 
assumed the leadership of the Y. W. 
Cc A. work among the women muni- 
tion workers of France, is the greatest 
proof of the hold the Blue Triangle 
has taken on the French people, and 
their appreciation of what it means. 

Their premier says that they make 
better shells and it is a fact, too, that 
their men, coming home _ from the 
front on leave, when they find that a 
ray of sunshine has entered into the 
dull lives of the women, go Dack to 
the trenches better fighters. 

The work of the Blue Triangle in 
the American industrial centers must 
be very delicately handled sométimes, 
where the munition workers look 
askance on any suggestion of religious 
influence. 

Miss Elizabeth Hughes, who is now 
director of Y. W. war.work in the 
southeastern department, while organ- 
izing secretary for the Y,. W. C. A., 
was asked by a committee of ladies 
in a large middle western city to in- 
spect a certain factory, where she 
found the conditions surrounding the 
women workers particularly deplorable. 
from every angle—those of sanitation, 
health, morality. 

She asked of the proprietor permis- 
sion to read to the girls at their lunch 
hour, which they spent at their ma- 
chines, because they had nowhere else 
to go. 

Rather grudgingly~ he consented, 
through the influenced Hrought to bear. 

Every day for a nth Miss Hughes 
told the girls stories, all kinds, which 
would take their minds temporarily 
away from the drudgery of their sur- 
roundings and at the same time carry 
a good message.

Then some of them asked her if she 
would not tell them Bible stories, and 
even more intensely were they inter- 
ested. One day before Christmas it 
occurred to her to tell them Van Dyke's 
beautiful narrative, “The Other Wise 
Man.” 

When she was half through she 
stopped to say that the time was up, 
and that she would finish the story 
the next day. ; 

A man’s voice from the back of the 
hall said “Go on with it.The girls 
may hear it to the end.

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Swamp, Georgia Wonderland, 
Natural History Center 


The Okefenokee swamp, situated in 
southeast Georgia, is one of the largest 


and most interesting territories of its 
kind in the temperate zone, and is now 
beeoming recognized as an asset to the 
state rather than just some great unex- 
plored morass, and the Waycross Prog- 
ress club is planning to exploit it asa 
natural history center for the entire 
country. Dr. J. F. Wilson, secretary- 
treasurer of the club, is much interest- 
ed in calling attention to the possibili- 
ties of the swamp in the advancement 
of science, and is compiling data and 
receiving suggestions as to how this 
great body of land, beautiful in ita 
mysterious unexplored state, can be 
brought more to the knowledge of: the 
people in general. ' 


Georgia Wonderland. 


Dr. Wilson writes most interestingly 
of the swamp as follows: 


“The Okefenokee society is proposed 
by the Progress Club of Waycross, to 
be composed of persons who recognize 
in this ‘Georgia wonderland’ scenic, 
scientific and ¢@ducational attractions 
which to some extent at least should 
be preserved in its primeval condition 
for public use. ' | 


“The present rate at which its natural 
commercial resources are being ex- 
ploited suggests that no time should be 
lost in conserving for posterity some- 
thing of the rare and unique features, 
which, when made avallable for the 
public, would attract tourists, scien- 
tists and pleasure seekers from far and 
near to an extent that promises to rival 
jn real interest any of the prominent 
resorts of the country. The direct aim 
of this society, which has been heartily 
indorsed by evéry prominent scientist 
in the country familiar with its virgin 
treasures, is to secure a suitable reser- 
vation of such portions of the swamp 
as will best serve the uses contemplat- 
eG. This initial step being accomplish- 
ed, it will be in order to formulate and 
put into operation, plans and measures 
designed for making it a great natural 


/ 


histbry museum for the permanent 
pleasure and educational profit of gen- 
erations to come. 

The purpose of this article is to enu- 
merate a few of the many public uses 
such a reservation would make avail- 
able. It is contemplated that a number 
of strong scientific organizations will 
co-ordinate, or utilize their reservation 
for carrying out study in their respect- 
ive lines, 

“A number of them through their of- 
ficers have given 6neouragement to the 
movement and expressed pleasure in the 
prospect for obtaining the desired res- 
ervation. While the swamp is now ac- 
cessible only to the most daring explor- 
ers, it is a great natural ‘bird sanctu- 
ary’ which contains some of the rare 
and almost extinct birds of the conti- 
nent. This feature of the swamp will 
doubtless be committed to the watchful 
Gare of the National Association of 
Audubon societies, the strongest organ- 
igation of its kind in the country, which 
already owns or controls about seventy 
‘bird sanctuaries’ and resevrations in 
various parts of the country. 


Natural Game Preserve. 


“As a natural ‘game preserve,’ there 
is nothing in the country which affords 
more of interest and variety than the 
wild game the swamp contains. The 
United States bureau of the biological 
survey has on file at Washington a 
report by one of the government natu- 
ralists which not only ¢numerates and 
estimates the number of wild animals 
but also recommends that steps be tak- 
en to preserve, on account of its scien- 
tific value, the swamp as a public do- 
main in order that the game can be 
protected or hunting regulated. 

“In the realm of plant life the attrac- 
tions are great and such an organiza- 
tion as the Ecological Society of Amer- 
ica could, and has already indicated a 
willingness to exploit for the science 
it represents and the benefit of. the 
public at large the rare and varied bo- 
tanical features which the swamp has 
treasured directly from the hand of 


nature. To preserve these wonders for 
scientific and educational uses they will 
serve is the work of organized bodies 
such as mentioned. 


Teeming With Fish. 

The stréams, lakes and bogs of the 
swamp are teeming with fish and am- 
phibious life and this makes room for 
another line of scientific and utilita- 
rian supervision adapted to the public 
desire for seeing things out of the or- 
dinary. Even the waters of the swamp 
has its peculiarities which the scientific 
student finds of rare interest. -As a 
natural fish pond, with extensive con- 
venience for a southern fish hatchery 
in conjunction with the interest al- 
ready mentioned it is certain to jn- 
terest the Isaac Waltons of the coun- 
try. 

The entomologist alone, if all else 
was lacking, would revel in the va- 
riety and character in insect life un-. 
der natural conditions, 

The crowning beauty, however, is in 
the forests of native trees, shrubbery 
and vines so entangled that it makes 
the ideal home for the rare birds and 
animals that are not elsewhere found 
under primitive conditions. While the 
common conception of a swamp is that 
the surface is covered with water, this 
is not the case with the Okefenokee, 
except in times of excessive rain, but 
the natural water level is go near the 
surface that the phenomenal vegetation 
gives it peculiar attractions. The 
islands and lakes and water courses 
combine to furnish everything else 
needed to round up an aggregation of 
attractions, all of which have béen as- 
sembled by natural agenciés and pre- 
served thus far in primitive condi- 
tions, so that all that is needed ts to 
save this remnant of nature’s handi- 
work from entire spoilation and add 
the modern conveniences for enabling 
the public to enter, study and find 
recreation with the scenic surround- 
ings already in place. 


Good Camping Grounds. 


The islands furnish ample room for 
camping grounds and such buildings 
and conveniences as will furnish public 
accommodations. A trolley line could 
wander for miles from island to island 
through bowers of beauty. The lakes 
and natural waterways as well as the 
drainage canal constructed in part 
years ago, insures a rare water trip 
for miles and miles through scenery 
not elsewhere found, and by methods 
of construction such as the lumbering 
interests have adopted for hauling 
logs from the swamps, an automobile 


drive could make easily accessible any 
desired place on a circuit that might be 
desired. 

Naturally the automobife is the most 
practical means for touring the swamp 
for various reasons, The increasing 
volume of automobile travel to and 
from Florida either from the west or 
north now skirts the swamp both on 
the éast and on the south, 

An hour’s run by auto from Way- 
cross now lands one on the north edge 
while about the same period from 
Jacksonville will reach it at the other 
side. Thus a connecting link of about 
thirty miles through the swamp, which 
would be to all intents and purposes 
a long bridge, would make it a thor- 
oughfare. 

To realize in a practical way these 
and other public uses to which the 
swamp lends encouragement is the aim 


of the Okéfenokee soaiety. 
—————~Buy Liberty Bende——— 
With the shortage of labor for road 


making and the more general use of 
the roads for heavy hauling, it is 
likely that the roads ag they exist will 
not be able to withstand the hard 
usage, and the outlook is dubious for 
the automobile. Many industrial com- 
panies are making use of fleets of 
trucks to deliver their goods, instead of 
subjecting themselves to the uncer- 
tainties of the railroad service and 
the wear and tear on the roads thus 
made use of is more than they can 
take care of. This, more than ever, 
makes it evident that there should 
be some very decided reforms made in 
the matter of road building. The 
makeshift repairs which have hereto- 
fore béen made aré not now sufficient, 
and all new road building work should 
be made on the most substantia) lines.

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British Recruiting Mission 
Completes Strenuous Work; 


65,000 Volunteers Secured 


New York, October 5.—(Special.)— 
Colonel John 8. Dennis, C. E. F., second 
in command of the British and Cana- 
dian recruiting station, has just coOm- 
pleted about fifteen months of strenu- 
ous work for the mission in the United 
States, and, accompanied by his aide, 
Lieutenant H, C. P. Cresswell, C. E. F., 
returned to his home in Canada today. 


Fourteen officers of the mission, in- 
cluding Colonel Dennis, Lieutenant 
Creswell, Colonel F. Cc. Jamieson, who 
had charge of recruiting in the eastern 
division; Major Paul F. Sise and Cap- 
tain H. B. Pepler, will soon leave for 
Siberia with the first contingent of the 
Canadian Siberian expeditionary force, 
numbering about 4,600 men. 


Werk of Mission. 


Colonel Dennis, when asked for a re- 
sume of the mission’s work, stated that 
there weré 350,000 Britons and Cana- 
dians of military age in the United 
States, according to the last United 
States census and figures obtained from | 
other sources. Of these, 65,000 have 
volunteered and the remaining 285,000, 
under the provisions of the treaty bé- 
twéén Gréat Britain and Canada and 
this country, now fall into the draft of 


the United States. 

As Canada’s fréprésentative on the 
mission, the colonel has assisted in sé- 
curing about 34,000 mén for the Cana- 
dian army. The total number of fre- 


cruits who volunteered and were ac- 
cepted for the British and Canadian 
armiésg in the United States was about 
46,000, of which thé British army got 
about 12,000. 

Colonel Dennis was enthusiastic in! 
his praise of the highly efficient mans | 
ner in which the United States had | 
thrown its weight into the war, and | 
referred to the German sneérs, first at | 
Great Britain’s “contemptible we 
army” and later at the Canadian, Aus-| 
tralian and United States armies.

One Great Family. 
The colonel said that not along ago, 


in the smoking room of a sleeping car, 
an English-American was severely crit- 
icising the king and government. of 
Great Britain in 1776 for their treat- 
ment of the American coloniés. A 
! Scoteh-American was. arguing that 
there were faults on both sidés. A 
third man present indulged in strong 
abuse of the British government. The 
English-American asked this third par- 
ty what his nationality was, and he re- 
plied, “I am a Swede;” whereupon the 
English - American remarked, “My 
friend and I were discussing the Brit- 
ish family row which occurred in 1776, 
and I fail to see what in h— the Swedes 
have to do with this.” 


Colonel Dennis spoke feelingly of the 
great part Canada had voluntarily 
taken in the war as a unit of the Brit- 
ish empire. Canada, with but 8,000,000 
population, has voluntarily enlisted 
760,000 men, not all of Whom were ac- 
cepted, and for over four years has 
maintained a full army corps in France, 
despite casualties amounting to over 
120,000. 


After reviewing the strenuous efforts 
made by the mission to recruit British- 
ers and Canadians in the United States, 
only 65,000 of whom had offered their 
service out of a total of 360,000 of mili- 
tary agé, Colonel Dennis explained that 
the international draft convention was 
needed because 285,000 of them had 
claimed British citizenship, which ex- 
cluded them from the,United States 
draft, but had not volunteered “to sup- 
ply the man power needed by thé coun- 
tries of their birth.”

7 A Civil War Authority 


At the request of The Constitution, Telamon Cuyler has written an article regarding that 
most modern of all battle cries, the rebel yell. Mr. Cuyler is an authority of internationally rec- 
ognized standing on American history. His writings have dealt mainly with our revolutionary 
war, in the southern department, and the Confederate war: For the past 25 years he has been 
engaged in such studies and the gathering of a library covering them His knowledge of the 
campaigns, battles and progress of the late war between the states is very wide and known to 
be marked with not only accuracy regarding the events, but is well balanced and discriminating. 
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in it echoes of sounds, not martial, but 
yet encouraging—of the plowboy sing- 
ing on the hill; of the dinner horn he 
hears; of youths and maidens’ shrill 
notes of love and happiness; wander- 
ing ‘neath the magnolia and laurel, on 
a picnic—of little boys and hound dogs 
a-hunting rabbits; of men in a-seining 
for real, big fish—of lads in the creek 
at the old swimming hole; of ‘possum 
hunters yelling to their dogs; of fox- 
hunters hallooing to the pack; of the 
travelers calling for the ferryman to 
come across wide, slow-flowing rivers. 

Bells seem to ring out in the rebel 
yell—the bells of Carolina’s old Bt. 
Michael’s church summoning Hayne 
and the boys of '76; cast in England, 
taken away in ’83, brought back in 
’89, smashed in ’65, recast in ’70; what 
a history in that precious bronze, sec- 
ond only to Philadelphia’s “Liberty 
Bell;” of Texas’ ancient mission 
churches, pealing loud alarums to 
bronzed, bearded pioneers; of Savan- 
nah’s Christ church bell’s deep notes. 
There once the great Wesley and 
Whitefield led men’s minds to lay 
firm hold on our Savior’s blessed 


| words—of the old farm bell our fa- 


thers used to send echoing at evening- 
tide—oh, welcome sound to our tired, 
plowboy arms! Tinkling of cow bells 
in cool swamps, as we sought to drive 
home “old Bossy” and  hard-headed 
“Muley Mag”—of the school bell on 
many a golden morning when we were 
barefooted boys, hurrying to school— 
the distant clang of boat bells gn the 
Mississippi, the Savannah afid the 
Tennessee. “See the Magnolia go 
round the bend, good-bye, my lover, 
good-bye!” Of Sunday school bells 
on young April mornings—of Wednes- 
day night prayer meeting bells ring- 
ing out long before supper was over— 
the wild, midnight crashing of village 
fire bells "way up town on the hill, 
waking us to 86e a ruddy glare and 
hear the neighbors “running to the 
fire.” 

I'm sure we hear horns when South- 
erners voice the yell—of fox-hunters— 
that very first cow horn we got down 
by the slaughter pen, rudely fashioned, 
with our new “Barlow” knife, and 
proudly learned to blow—of the lowing 
notes of conch shell horns down on the 
coast, like. the one Nancy Hart’s 
young daughter blew to call our men 
to come and hang the villainous Tories 
“who’d murdered John Dooly,” whom 
cross-eyed Nancy was holding prison- 
ers with her leveled musket. Bugles— 
yes, their notes come up distinctly in 
the yell! and the banjo and the fiddle 
—sweeter to us than costly opera— 
“Jes Weep and Cry,” “Billy in the Low- 
groun’” and “Old Hen Cackle” and all 
the rest you’ve heard in front of the 


country store! Yes, I’m sure there’s 
music in the rebel yell! 


There is Music. 


Music in it? Surely! But of only 
one tune—there never was but a single 
tune in it; can never be but one—why, 
just “Dixie!’’—born together, Faised to- 
gether! “In Lixie Lan’ I take 
my stan’ ’way down south in Dixiet” 
Can’t you hear them now? Yell and 
song—they are one—just one! 


Somehow one’s mind can never de 
scribe the sounds that quite reach the 
heart; your dear mother’s voice, or 
your venerated father’s accents—but 
every true Southerner knows the yell 
when it startles his ears, but finds it 
almost impossible to describe it by 
means of letters.. My research dis- 
closed so few attempts to put it into 
type that only one book seems to do it. 
In Mary Johnston’s “The Long Roll” I 
find these extracts, which may serve 
to explain it somewhat: 


“Sharpsburg . Stonewall Jack- 
son’s men in a mighty charge .. . 
Forward! Drivethém!” ... “Come 
on, Hood’s Texans! Come on!! Yaaail! 
Yaaaaiih!” “They’re breaking! 
Burnside breaking! ! Yaaaii! 
Yaaaliihhh! Yaaaaaiiihhh! 
Early advances and _ clears the 
front with the bayonet at Fred- 
ericksburg. Yaaaiih! Yaaaiiih! 
Yaaaaihh! yelled Jubal Early’s men. 
Yaaaihh! Yaaaiiih! Yaaaaihh! ... 
Yaaaaliih! Yaailihhh! Yaaaaiiihhhbh! 
yelled the Stonewall brigade .. . 
back, back were borne Meade’s bDri- 
gades.” Lee ordered McLaws 
to move up the turnpikes and attack. 
.. « Yaaih! Yaaalih! Yaaaaaaaiih! 
yelled the troops of McLaws and An- 
derson. “Forward! Charge!!’ yelled 
Jeb Stuart, waving his hat. 
“Vaaaii! Yaaaaaaalihh! 
Yaaaliiihhh! yelled the gray lines. .

Yaaaaaii! 
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But why waste time and paper in 
vain endeavor to visualize the rebel 
yell? Turn and hged, you commanders 
with eagles on your new shoulder 
straps—you starred and barred offi- 
cers! You are brave, we know that, 
but which of you will turn out a Lee, 
Jackson, Gordon, Forrest, Wheeler, 
Mosby or Longstreet? History sharp- 
ens her pen to inscribe your deeds in 
letters of gold and wreathe your 
names with imperishable laurels! 
Fame moistens her lips preparatory to 
blowing in silvery notes a waiting 
world’s attention to you. Be advised 
of the yell’s great value to you in 
battles soon to come, for did not a 
British drill sergeant instructing your 
men the other day, in your very prés- 
emce, cry to your soldiers rising out of 


a practice trench to the charge. “ ’Hre 


‘Ere now!! This ’ere ain’t no 
in smoke, only here and there a 
tea party!! Jab ’em; stab ‘em, an’ 
yell! Yell—like—Hell!” That’s it, 
the south. See that your men acquire 
my officer friends; now’s your golden 
hour, when lucky chance locates your 
great proficiency in the yell and try it 
vast camps in the yell-land of all— 
on the Huns. It will work now as it 
did when Siegels, Schurz and unlucky 
Rosencrantz Germans fled before its 
piercing shriek.

Memory’s impressions. 


The yell evokes memory’s impres- 
sions in the southern mind as naught 
élse can. My mind goes back to my 
childhood days, searching the dim re- 
cesses of recollection for my first rec- 
ollection of the yell, as yours does as 
you read this, were you in the war; 
memories of sharp fighting, if of my 
generation, of days when our confed- 
erate heroes could voice it as they did 


in the sixties. My first is thus: I was 
about 8 years old, in 1881, when Henry 


W. Grady got up the cotton exposition 
in Atlanta. The ruined south’s very 
first effort to show folks that we had 


one day they had fixed up for a “sham 
battle” out in the big race track. The 
troops were all state militia; the 
Chickasaw Guards came from Mem- 
phis, Savannah’s Chatham Artillery 
and Rome’s Cherokee Artillery had 
their shining brass cannon in battery 
on a hillside. The Rome Light Guards 
and Hill City Cadets came from my 
home town to help out the Gate City 
yuards. Macon’s smartly drilled Vol- 
unteers wheeled into position. Plumes 
tossed over gray coats and white cross 


‘lbelts and shining brass buttons, for 


war was a thing of beauty then, long 
before the days of khaki and camou- 
flage. Father held me up to see such 
a fine sight—green grass, waving 
flags, marching companies and rearing 
horses. The band played “Dixie” over 
and over, and ‘twas a mighty good 
band, too. The fun began and the 
crowd surged up to thg rails. The bat- 
teries opened fire—what a crash and 
roar those old muzzle-loading field- 
pieces made—clouds of silvery smoke 
belched, rolled and swirled! Busy can- 
noneers tossed. red flannel powder- 
bags and swabbed and rammed and 
fired very fast, indeed, just like they 
did at Malvern Hill and Gettysburg! 
Then the gray infantry opposite us 
“fixed bayonets’—a shimmer of steel 
—and charged! Crack-crack-crackety- 
crack went those old breech-loading 
Springfields. The whole picture of 


moving men was instantly blotted out 


| with memories of other days and, rais- 


risen from the ashes of the war. Well, f 
‘ithey had a mighty good exposition and 


plumed hat and waving sword showed 
above, as some mounted officer reined 
his rearing horse. I was wild with de 
light and yelled—but I never heard my 
little voice for ’twas lost in the REBEL. 
YELL! As some companies, concealed 
under the grandstand, rushed out 
through the crowd, which scattered 
right and left; knelt, fired a volley and 
tried to charge! Why then those “old 
confedeérates”—the crowd was pretty 
much all of them in 1881—went wild 


ing the REBEL YELL, they swung 
their big soft hats and ran after those 
charging boys! My dear father could 
not run, for he had quite an armful of 
excited boy; but his big, manly voice 
went up and up into a very high 
note—a regular scream—and right in 
my ear, too! “I squalled in very real 
terror. All around me the gentlemen 
I knew were yelling so loudly! Gen- 
eral Gordon, General Longstreet, Cap- 
tain Evan Howell, Captain Hemphill, 
Colonel Maddox, Captain English, Cap- 
tain Willie Grant, Colonel Tom Alexan- 
der, Colonel Algernon Hamilton, Major 
Kiser, Colonel West, Colonel Haile, 
Captain Rogers, “Tip” Harrison and 
“Billy” Russell—all were making that 
terrifying noise! I shall never, never 
forget its wailing, weeping screech! 

EEEE—O—O—O—OW— W'! 

EEE—O—O—O—O—EEE! 

That’s about how it sounded to me. 
(I’ve heard the British, Scotch, Irish, 
French, Italians, Russians, Belgian, 
Holland and Swiss soldiers shout and 
yell since, but, believe me, their cries 
are nothing to that yell)! The yell 
affected all the ladies very much, Some 


of the older ones cried very hard; ones 


or two very old gentlemen had big, 
big tears trickling right down their 
handsome faces. But the younger 
ladies and girls laughed and waved 
their handkerchiefs. So, thus it was 
that my ears first heard the famous 
yell—given by real, “old-time confed- 
erates,” as “Tip’’ Harrison calls them 
in his song, and on the very red hills 
where once the flower of Joe John- 
ston’s matchless infantry crouched 
and awaited Sherman’s attack. 


Too Much for Veterans. 


That day qd, who was not born until 
long after the war, actually saw a 
confederate charge!—some of those 


bearded, bronzed old countrymen, clad 
in honest gray jeans, hickory shirts 
and cowhide boots, got so excited, or 
“het up,” if you like, that they snatch- 
ed the militia’s guns and cartridges 
and blazed away! My, how nimble 
their practiced fingers were; ought to 
be, had had four long years of it! One 
lean, swarthy, black-haired, bean-pole, 
tall countryman took the Georgia-state 
flag and carried it through the whole 
show! He was, likely enough, once a 
standardbearer who bore the stars 
and bars onward until it was furled, 
in honor, forever; the kind of man 
“sharpshooters would have to split a 
bullet to hit.” 

My dear father, long since gone to 
his soldier’s rest beneath the laurels 
at Savannah—wiped my hot little face 
and sald, “Don’t cry, son; hush—don’t 
be scared—-papa and all of us were 


only giving the Rebel Yell like we did 
during the war!" 


I've often heard it since—at confed- 
erate reunions—in Richmond when 
General Fitzhugh Lee came riding by 
—in Macon when General Joe Wheeler 
saluted the colors—in Atlanta In ’98, 
when General Gordon braved a pelting 
rain to review the ranks of the gray— 
in Nashville, when Miss Winnie Davis 
kissed an old, one-armed, half-blind 
veteran—somewhere when gentle Mrs. 
Jeff Davis came out on a balcony at 
night. It grew fainter and fainter, as the 
years rolled by; like one’s memory of 
childhood hours or an old ambrotype 
of the beloved face of him who fell at 
Shiloh or sleeps at distant Gettysburg, 
as the added time bent Lee’s men with 
age, but it has never lost its thrilling 
power! 

Go to the Confederate Veterans’ 
home, you brave boys who are soon, 
under the glorious banner of the 
United States of America—our coun- 
try—to fight “somewhere in France!” 
Go out there and look into the faces of 
those venerable men—heroes, all; 
once young, as you are; bravely going 
forth to fight for the right, as you afe. 
Ask for their Diessing and their pray- 
ers, for as Holy Scripture says, suéh 
things are very good and proper under 
the present circumstances. Then ask 
them to “raise the Rebel Yell” for you 
and learn it, brave lads of '18—catch 
its cadence frdm these snowy-haired 
“old vets” who created it! Learn it, 
golden lads; our soldier boys—that 
you may nerve yourselves when shells 
are bursting, machine guns rattling 
and bayonets getting into action! 


Should Learn War Cry. 


Learn that war-cry, precious song of 
the south—for war is not all in the 
mechanical arms you are learning to 
use! In your hearts you have the 
blood and the courage of the men of 
1776 and 1861 and this battle-cry will 
waken your courage and serve you in 
your hour of trial and need even ag it 
served the others long ago. Some day 
you will be “old vets” and proudly tell 
of your marching and fighting, so link 
now your story of history-making with 
theirs, for in their youth -they knew 
men who had folowed Washington to 
glorious victory at Yorktown. 


Lee, Jackson, the two Johnstons, 
Forrest, Gordon, Wheeler, Jeb Stuart 
and Mosby are gone to their rest— 
their keen brains cannot lead you into 
this great struggle, for the seal is set 
by God’s decree and not even Napo- 
leon can break it. The few aged men 
you see, and love, are bent with great 
age and their frail bodies prove bonds 
unbreakable, tho’ their courageous, 
patriotic spirits cry out to advance 
into the Argonne with you. But these 
confederate leaders and men have 
given you one great gift — THE 
REBEL YELL! 

So take it, southerners, and may the 
God of battles steel your hearts to 
fight fairly, bravely and victoriously 
—for your cause is just—and all Amer- 
ica is .backing you up! May heaven 
bless the boys of the north, the south, 
the east and the west—sons of one 
country—defenders of one flag.

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AMERICAN WOMEN 


By HAYDEN CHURCH 
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London, September 19.—Tnhis is 
American Red Cross work in a double 
pense. We are making here every 
“week hundreds of thousands of surgi- 
cal dressings and thousands of hos- 
pital garments and ‘comforts’ for our 
American soldiers, but we are doing 
much more than that. 


“We are making it possible for a 
great many English and Belgian wom- 
en who, previously wealthy afid &c- 
customed to every luxury, have lost 
everything they possessed through the 
war, to earn a wage that keeps them 
from the actual want with which they 
would otherwise be faced and that én- 
ables thein to feel that they are being 
_of use; that they are helpjng to win 
thé war. I am not sure that we have 
not really saved the reason of a large 
number of them.” 


The speaker was Mrs. H. Stokes 
Waite, the good looking, energetic and 
quietly and good-humoredly efficient 
Chicago Woman who is chairman of the 
big American Red Cross workfooms in 
Grosvenor Gardens, “District of Co- 
lumbia.” 

The real denomination of this Lon- 
doh locality in the postal directory is 
“Victoria, & W. 1.” but it has become 
known as “District of Columbia,” owing 
to the wholesale fashion in which the 
American war machine and official 
American generally has taken it over. 
When you enter it from any direction, 
be it from Buckingham palace road, 
Vietoria street itself, or coming down 
from Hyde Park corner, the instant 
illusion is that you have strayed into 
the heart of some big city at home on 
the Fourth of July. For on all sides 
Stars and Stripes waves. It waves 
from our embassy, which has been 
there ever since Ambassador Page came 

over. It floats from the Goring hotel 


| workrooms. 


and from the big Belgravia Mansions 
hotel, now both in possession of the 
United States army. It flaps proudly 
from the London headquarters of the 
“United States naval forces in Kuro- 
pean waters,” as they are termed offi- 
cially, also close by and from all] the 
erstwhile private mansions in this 
fashionable neighborhood that are oc- 
cupied by the many departments of the 
American Red Cross. But all that’s 
another tale! 


Mrs. Stokes Waite, an eminently 
business-like figure in her quiet, serv- 
iceable Red Cross uniform, was talk- 
ing about the huge activities of the 
big workrooms of which :she is the 
directing genius in the large, airy room 
at No. 36 Grosvenor Gardens, which 
is her personal office. In glass cases 
round about are displayed specimens 
of the manifold kinds of apparel, from 
nurses’ uniforms to suits for baseball 
players and of all the many more than 
fifty-seven varieties of hospital requi- 
sites (from surgical dressings and 
swabs to neat cases in which our 
men, whilg in hospital, may keep their 
blacking brushes) that are utrned out 
in thousands, tens of thousands and 
even millions from these American 
e said specimens 
would do cred any manufacturing 
house in the world so perfectly fash- 
foned are they. 


As for the American Red Cross 
workrooms themselves, they are among 
the biggest and best managed things 
of their kind in England. On the main 
Ppremiees in Grosvenor Gardens alone 
350 workers ate employed and through- 
out the country thousands more. Of 
those 350 workers at the central work- 
rooms about 225, a large proportion of 


whom are Americans, are volunteers. 
The other 125 or. so are paid a mod- 


a ~ — _—— —s _ 


erate wage, 25 shillings, or roughly 
$6.25 a week, to be exact. It was of 
these latter that the American chair- 
man of the workrooms was most 4nx- 
ious to speak in order that all sup- 
porters of the Red Cross in the United 
States should know what it is doing 
for them. — 
Beggared by the War. 


‘Practically every one of those wom- | 
en,” said Mrs. Waite, “were rich before 
the war, but afe now destitute of, 
everything. They have to live on the | 
25 shillings a week that we pay them | 
and if it were not for this I don’t 
know what they would be able to do, 
for some of them are old and infirm. 
As a@ matter of fact, some of these 
elderly women cannot do work enough 
to be worth paying éven a small sal- | 
ary, but we feel that it is our duty to 
keep them on here. One of them is the 
widow of an artist who painted one of 
the most famous pictures of Abraham 
Lineoln ever made. She is 65, but she 
is here from 10 until 5 o’elock every 
day working happily. 


“Another Englishwoman who works 
here every day had a fortune amotnt- 
ing tohundreds of thousands of poundis | 
swept away by the war. She had | 
several luxurious automobiles, her son 
was at Eton and her daughter was at 
an almost equally famous and fashion- 
able girls’ school. Now she is abso- 
lutely dependent upon what the Amer- 
ican Red Cross pays her, and her case 
is typical of those of many of her 
countrywomen here. Others of ou? 
paid workers are Belgian women of 
the very highest social class, also pre- 
viously rich, but who also have lost 
everything. I wish I could tell you 
how happy and. grateful they all are, 
Work, of any kind would be a detrac. 
tion from their thoughts, which must

be very sad, but this work is the 
very best of all for them, for even 
the oldest of them can feel, as they 
stitch or roll badges, that they are 
working for the soldiers! 


“But this is not all. Throughout 
England we have 25 outside branches 
which give employment to 2,000 more 
English women and of late our opera- 
tions have been extended in a way that 
also provides work for over 3,000 Bel- 
gian women, all of them refugees. 
By providing this outside work, we 
aré feally kéeping alive many little 
groups of Englishwomen workers which 
wére formed at the beginning of the 
war to knit and sew for the soldiers, 
but who gradually found their occupa- 
tions gone as the needs of the Brit- 
ish fighting men éither were supplied 
or Were cefitralized under government 
administration.” 


“Can’t you see what it means just as 
‘propaganda?’” this American woman 
exclaimed. “Every one of those 
thousands of women sews on evéry ar- 
ticle hat she makes a litle tag bearing 
the name of the American Red Cross. 
Every one of those who work here 


They all Know very definitely, and 
their friends and acquaintances all 
know, what the American Red Cross is 
doing for them. If the effect of thie is 
not to foster friendship for our coun- 
try, I really don’t know what will.” 
“We have a cafiteen here for our 
workers,” Mrs. Waite went on, “and for 
a shilling we give them a very good 
lunch, fPesh fish, potatoes, some kind 
of ‘greens,’ and tice pudding or some 
other tasty ‘sweet.’ All the ‘help’ in 
this canteen is voluntary, the unpaid 
workers waiting on those who are 
paid. We just had to start this can- 


teen, because we found that many of 
these poor old women, because they 


| 


could not afford to buy food at any 
regular restaurant, were waiting in 
‘queues’ at the Victoria canteen for 
soldiers nearby. And do you Know, 
some of these paid workers of ours, 
women who once had every luxury, 
have to ‘scrimp’ to stich an é6xtert 
that they cannot even afford our shill- 
ing lunch. So they brifig sandwiches 
with them and we sé6ll them a cup of 
cofee for two-pefice, or soméwhat léss 


| branches in different parts of the coun- 


than thé ingtedients in it cost.” 

“How did you get in touch with the 
women originally?’ was asked. 

“Well,” said Mrs, Waité, “as soon as' 
we began, I wént to thé various el 
ganizations which have been formed 
to befriend neédy ‘gentlewomen,’ as 
they are éalled, and told them that we 
would be able to give émployment to 
quite a fair nittmber. As soon as this 
hews spread, hundréds of applications, 
some of them véry pathetie, indeed, be- 
gan to pourin. It became 4& matter of 
selecting from thousands the most dé- 
serving and nécessitous cages. Now 
we have all the workérs that we can 
employ and there is a big waiting list 
that steadily grows longer. 

“Later we established thé outside 
branches and we also realized how 
many Belgian women there were 
throughout the country who undoubt- 
edly would be glad to get work of this 
kind. We got in touch with them, as 
well as with most of the Belgian ladies 
who are working here, through 
Madame Carton de Wiart, the wife of 
the Belgian minister of justice. Some 
times when one of the Belgian ladies 
of formerly high position and wéalth 
comes here in search of employment, 
she is dressed so well and is so dis- 
tinguished in appearance that we can 
hardly believe that she igs some one, 
who is in need. It is Only by very | 
delicate questioning that we come to 


learn thé real state of affairs in many 
of these cases. 

“On the other hand a number of the 
Belgian ladies who work here are vol- | 
unteers, The 8,000 or more that we 
employ outside work in their homes in 
various parts of Great Britain, cut out 
garments béing sent to Madame de 
Wiart and returned by her husband to 
the work rooms. Our out-work 


try are mostly under British adminis- 
tration, but the American Red Cross 
furnishes all the materials and pat- 
terns. These we send out in large 
hampers, fifty of wh’ch are in constant 
circulation for this purpose.” 


Work for the Wounded. 

All the surgical dressings and all the 
garments, such as dressing gowns, con- 
valescent stits, pajamas, etc., that are 
used in the various American hospitals 
in London and throughout England are 
made in these work rooms and their 
branches, and they also supply sur- 
gical requisites and clothing to British 
hospitale in this country as well as to 
@& great number on the American, 
French and British fronts in France. 
Three htindréd hospitals in all have 
been thus supplied. Rush, or “emer- 
gency” orders ate a specialty of these 
central work rooms, and they have 
coped with some tremendously big and 
imperative orders with a dispatch that 
it is inspiring to hear about. 

“The tonnage situation being what it 
is,” Mre. Waite explained, “we never 
know from day to day in what details 
the supplies of Red Cross supplies from 
America may prove to be short. But 
as soon as we do know, our workers 
here turn to with a will and make it 
good. We may have a sudden demand 
for some special kind of bed that a 
surgeon has invented, for thousands of 
bags for men’s blacking brushes or for 


*. 


a hundred gross of ‘housewives,’ but 
whatever the article is we always man- 
age to supply it, and on time, too. 

“Some weeks ago, for ifsetance, we 
received an urgent appeal from the 
American army for 200,000 first-aia 
packages to be supplied to American 
soldiers. Eagh of these packages was 
to contain twelve articles, thé whole 
order thus involving the manufacture 
of 2,400,000 separate dressings, togeth- 
er with an.enormowus amount of labor 
in connection with the careful packing 
and shipment of the packages, Thig 
work, moreover, was to be carried on 
without interfering with the regular 
duties of the work rooms in supplying 
their usual hospital requisites. It was 
a big order; but the executive commit- 
tee telegraphed its answer immediate- 
ly: ‘We will deliver first-aid packages 
as requested, at rate of 16,000 per week, 
beginning immediately.’ 

“That meant making 24,000 surgical 
dressings a day for four months, but, 
from the first week we exceeded the 
rate at which we had promised te de- 
liver the packages, and the entire order 
has now béen filled and is in the hands 
of the American army authorities, Our 
complete output of everything from 
slippers to baseball suits averages abou 
600,000 separate articles a month, « 
of late we have turned out almost twice 
that number. 

‘Speaking of baseball uniforms,” Mra 
Waite went on, “reminds me o 
other ‘emergency case’ that was t 
of those that we are constantly 
In Asersene military camps all over 
Engfand, the great feature of the cele- 
bration of the y ourte of July thie year 
was a baseball game, and, of course, 
hundreds of uniforms were needed. An 
appeal for 300 of them reached us on

I cannot afford to have my men re- 
lax too much.”

“Accustomed as I am to dangers,” 
he said, laughing, “I prefer the oth- 
ers.” 

Finally he consented, and the fact 
that he was the ranking officer 
didn’t prevent suggestions from the 
doughboy ranks.

Second Lieutenant Clifton B 
Cates of Knoxviile, Tenn., a gradu- 
ate of Knoxville college, went in to 
pitch for his cempany. Captain P. 
Wilmer, of Philadelphia, played sec- 
ond base. The officers lifted the 
willows. The first man up came 
along swinging two bats. 

“Say, who do you think you are, 
Hans Wagner,’ came from the grass 
bleachers. 

The game went on. 

“Pitcher’s up in the air.” 

“He’s got his paruchute 
watch him jump.” 

The pitcher, unheeding, was 
scooping.a hole in the ground with 
his foot. 

“Say you Cates, going to dig in 
for the rest of the war?” 

The ball, however, was never re- 
ferred to as a grenade, nor the play- 
ing of either side as an offensive. 
Our men use fresher war talk. 

Cates was doing very well and he 
stood the raillery easily. Except for 
the khaki breeches, it would be dif- 
ficulty to see our hard-fighting men 
in this ball game where everyone 
was happy and oblivious to every- 
thing but the sport. 

And yet here was Cates who Rad 
been hit ten times in the last month, 
not by batsmen, but by bullets, and 
who had shared honors with Lieu-* 
tenant Leonard, of Boston, and Lieu- 
tenant Robertson, of Chicago, in the 
capture of Boureeches at the begin- 
ning of the Boise de Belleau fight 
and who had come through with 
glory in'the battle only a few days 
ago. 

LUCKIEST MAN 


IN FRANCE. 


Cates, they say, is one of the 
luckiest men in France. He has had 
shrapnel and machine gun bullets in 
his clothes, has been hit by them 
and cut so he bled, but he has never 
been a hospital case. Once he -got 
a spent machine gun bullet in his 
leg and picked it out still hot. In 
the July offensive he saw his cap- 
tain and his first lteutenant hit by a 
shell. His captain rose and wiped 
the blood from his face. He was 
smiling. He motioned to Cates and 
Cates took command and led the 
company through two attacks. 

And Captain Wilmer, ex-broker of 
Philadelphia, who led his men in the 
first attack towards Belleau woods, 
was ambushed in a wheat field, shot 
down some fifty Germans, made 
three attacks, starved for three 
days, went for almost a month sleep- 
ing in fhe open in his clothes, gassed 
severely, but refusing to relinquish 
command—he was now clean shav- 
en, dressed in a new uniform of 
green cloth, and doing well on sec- 
ond base. 

One of the loud cheerers from the 
bleachers was Lieutenant Cates’ or. 
derly, Robert Rhodes, of Swanson, 
Md., whom he has recommended for 
the Mstinguished service cross. 
| Rhodes got lost during the offensive, 
as did many another, and he found 
a German machine gun abandoned in 
a shell’‘hole. He looked around for 
ammunition, and found anther shell 
hole with five German guns in it, 
and a belt in each one. . 

Now Rhodes is a typical American 
boy who likes to know things. Some 
months before, on a quiet sector, and

with a Maxim, which his company 
had captured, and he ‘had learned 
how to put the belt through and 
how to hold the handles and fire. 

So he stayed in the shell hole 
all day firing five machine guns at 
the Germans. 

The enemy evidently thought 
there was a big American concentra- 
tion in the shell hole, so they sent 
over an aeroplane to investigate. 
Rhodes saw it coming and gave it 
a taste of machine gunfire also, 
whereupon it retreated hurriedly. 


GUNS 
IN RELAYS. 

The Germans were so numerous in 
front of him that he did not have 
time to look for new belts, so he 
fired the 250 bullets from one gun, 
then went to another. All day he 
stood his ground:and when night 
came he went to look for his com- 
pany. 

He did not go very far, however, 
for along came an officer from a 
French unit which was in the same 
sector, and established the ad- 
vanced allied line in the craters 
Rhodes had occupied all day. The 
officer made signs for Rhodes to 
stay for the night to fire against 
enemy attacks, and he stayed and 
fired through the night. In addition 
it may be said that. the steaks 
Rhodes put on the table just before 
the ball game were the tenderest 
ever known in a mess in France. 

In between the innings the men of 
the opposing companies indulged in 
songs. Some were their old fa- 
vorites, but strangers to civilian and 
even to infantry ears, and one re- 
frain was always repeated, for no 
one ever tires of it: 

From the Halls of Montezuma (they 
sang) 

To the shores of Tripoli 

We fight our country’s battles 

On the Land and on the Sea— 


WANTED 
TO BE SAFE. 


Probably the most unusual activity 


during the period of rest between 


battles, is baptism. Some of our 
boys who fought their way across the 
Marne have been baptised in it. - 
Padre M. J. J. O’Connor, of Boston, 
tells the following: 
“It was just after the fight at X. 
We had had some casualties, and I 


tell you that when a man sees 
his friend at his side fal] it makes 
him think of many things, and it 
makes him think of his religion 
pretty hard. Well, this company 
was preparing for another attack, 
and as I was coming across the 
field, up runs John —— and says, 
‘Father, I want to be baptised right 
away.’ 

“*‘Why do you want to be bap- 
tised right away?’ I said. 

***Because, I’m going in the next 
fight, and I want to be baptised 
right away.’ 

“But hadn’t I better give you some 
instruction first? 

“*No, no, padre, I want to be 
baptised right away.’ 

“But I insisted and began giving 
him instruction. I didn’t get very 
far. 

“*Hell, yes; I believe it all—now, 
baptise me,” he said.” 

With Padre O’Connor is Chaplain 
Lyman H. Rollins, of Marblehead, 
Protestant, and the way the two 
work together is eloquent proof of 
the breaking of religious barriers, 
out at the front. They conduct serv- 
ices from the same Book, and there 
was a time, at a funeral, when each 
read an alternate verse of the serv- 
ice. 

These two chaplains have an 
aspiring rival in the person of “Old 
Riceman,” of Boston, also, who is 
moving heaven, earth and red tape 
to be appointed a Hebrew chaplain. 
Riceman has a history. It is re 
corded that at the border he slept in 
front of his general’s door to protect 
the office from robbers, and in 
France he was pooh-bah for the gen- 
eral for a while, a position he en- 
joyed immensely. Now he is the 
“old clothes man” of the unit, and 
whenever a private or officer needs 
anything, from a blanket to a tent, 
Riceman gets it. 


WANTS TO BE 
JEWISH CHAPLAIN. . 


Recently Riceman complained 
that, although the Catholics, Epis- 
copalians and Protestants had ‘their 
chaplains, the numerous Jews in the 
unit were without a religious leader, 
and he made application for the job. 
He claims that he is: qualified to be 
a rabbi, having passed his examina- 
tions in Russia, where, incidentally 
he served in the Russian army many 


years ago. He is a man of about 60 


now. 


FIGHTING HUNS 
IN THE SKY. 


American Battleplane Base, Vesle 
Front, September 12.—He got his 
irst Hun—a German aviator is al- 
ways a ‘Hun, whereas an infantry 
may be a Boche or a Heinie—on the 
morning of July 2. He was vew 
happy. He had paid for his train- 
ing. 

He got his second Hun the same 
day. He was happier yet because he 
had paid for his machine. 


Then one early morning in August 
he got into a regular dog fight in 
the air, up above 
army at Fere en Tardenois. In ten 
minutes he knocked out three more 
Huns, and came home with motor 
gone and plane shot full of holes— 
the newest ace in the American air 
service. Let me present Donald 
Hudson, of Kansas City, Mo. 


It is the finest feat in our aviation 
history in- France. Only once before 
has an American-born aviator de- 
stroyed more than two enemies in a 
day—David_E. Putnam, of Brookline, 
Mass., who in mid-June got five, but 
although Lieutenant Putnam is now 
in the American service he is a 
French-trained aviator and was in 
the French service at the time. 


Our new act is one of the best fel- 
lows in the world. This may not de- 
scribe him to strangers, but it is the 
opinion of his major and of his fel- 
low fliers, and of his mechanics and 
everyone in France who knows him. 
He is a little fellow, no more than 
five feet tall, small-faced and slen- 
der, and extremely boyish in appear- 
ance, although he may be 21. He is 
the son of Paul Hudson, editor of 
The Mexican Herald, and he him- 
self has dabbled a bit in newspaper 
| work. 

When Hudson came to the Marne 
front he was a fledgling, like many 
of his companions. And yet, the first 
day we met him we felt sure he was 
going to do something. Well, here 
is how he became an ace: , 

The telephone in the flight re- 
corder’s office rang. 

“Six chasse machines wanted to 
protect a photographic plane.” 

Hudson, Lieutenant Jerry C. Vas- 
concells, Denver, Col.; Second Lieu- 


| the heavy photographic bus and its 
protection. 

Vasconcells, who was ahead, came 
back and out in between a Hun and 
the Salmson, and shot him down in 
smoke which turned to flame as the 
enemy fell. Ideutenant Roberts 
knocked one German out as he was 
going toward the photo plane. Hud- 
s0n got so close to one German that 
he noted the checkerboard nose of 
the old Richthofen squadron, as he 
engaged one of four which were ‘on 
his tail” and firing. He fell into a 
spin, came out and engaged again. 
The German turned to the left, 
dropped on his right wing and went 
over, while Hudson kept nearby and 
poured burst after burst of machine 
gun bullets into him from both Vick: 


ers. The German fell. Two com- 


panions turned and fled as Hudson 
approached. 


FIGHTING 
AGAINST ODDS. 


“IT was counting every second and 
looking for a place to land on our 
side of the war, and just when I 
passed the ralroad between Fere en 
Tardenois and Sepanay, a two-seater 
Rumpler passed me by to the right. 
He was so close I could see his ob- 
server. The pilot tilted his plane 
so that the observer could shoot me 
quick. Well, I pulled up'at once— 
you see, although I had no pressure 
I still could outmaneuver a big plane 
—and came on the tail of the Rump- 
ler. JI circled to the right, shut 
down the throttle, and passing fifty 
feet away, no more, I fired my one 
good gun between his upper and 
lower wing. 

“I noticed the observer in the 
Rumpler had stopped firing at me. 1 
kept on shooting into him, and a few 
seconds later—it felt like hours—off 
came his wing and he crashed. 

“The relief I felt is beyond words. 
I hadn’t gained any distance toward 
home nor any height, either, and |

was afraid that any minute I might 
be shot ‘down from the ground. I 
started back again when I heard bul- 
lets striking my bus. They did not 
come from the ground. It was a sec- 
ond Rumpler on my left. This bird 
couldn’t attack because I had been 
so close to the first Rumpler he was 
afraid of hitting the German, and he 
couldn’t maneuver fast enough to get 
on my tail. . 

And the very next day the Amert- 
can troops captured the terrain over 
which Hudson had fought, and Hud- 
son himself went out in an auto and 
found the wrecks of the two Rump- 
lers. A French balloon confirmed 
the fall of the Fokker. So Hudson 
became an ace. 

Lieutenant Ralph A. O'Neill, of 
Nogales, Arizona, member of! an- 
other squadron, has also achieved 
the five victories, and in one en- 
counter, confirmed” July 17, he at- 
tacked six enemy planes near 
Chateau Thierry and destroyed two. 
Incidentally, he has had his machine
